Reeve Tom Deline justi- 
fied the program by stating,

"We just want people to 
know that we're here and 
that we're ready for expan 
sion,"’ Deline said. ‘‘We 
don't want to get extremely 
large, but we could handle a 
population of about 2,000 
easily. We hope that the 
advertising will let light 
industry know that council 
and the municipality are 


interested in growth. We've 
held the population of the 
village almost steady and, if 
the Marmoraton Mine 
hadn't closed, we would 
have been ahead on our 
growth pattern.” 

It should be pointed out 
that this grant is only 
available to new home 
builders, not to developers. 
It applies to the first ten 
new homes built within the 
municipal boundaries from 
January 1, 1981, to Decem 
ber $1, 1981. inclusive. ‘‘It 
doesn't matter where they 
buy the lot as long as it 1s 
within the municipal boun 
daries,’’ Deline said, ‘‘Hf it 
is an unserviced lot, check 
with the village clerk. 
treasurer to make certain it 
will meet our criteria.” 

To this date, there have

Highway upgrading

Madoc Village council has 
received from the 
Ministry of Transportation 
and Communications that 
the highway from the four 
corners of the village to the 
Sam Danford corner at the 
south end of the village will 
be reconstructed in 1982, at 
the expense of the ministry. 

The work will be done to 
upgrade the highway prior 
to the Village signing @ 
connecting link agreement 
with the ministry for that 
portion of the highway, 
meaning that the village will 
then be responsible for 
maintaining the road. J.D. 
Lee, the engineers for the 
village, will also be the 
engineers for the project. 

MTC has been pushing 
the village to take over the 
connecting link for some 
time now, but the village 
council has advised MTC 
that they would not take 
over the agreement until the 
highway was brought up to 
standards set by the village.

This portion of the road was 
not scheduled to be done 
until several years down the 
road but the village's stand 
on the issue appears to have 
moved the dates ahead 
‘We'll be taking over the 
connecting link,’ Reeve 
Tom Deline told the Review, 
‘after this work is done to 
our satisfaction.

1 am sorry that he had an 
accident; not being the best 
of drivers I have been in his 
shoes more times than. I 
care to remember, but I 
don’t understand why he 
feels any justification in 
threatening me because it 
appeared in the paper. 

1 did photograph his 
vehicle on the side of the 
road, which I have a legal 
right to do, but I was only 
doing my job. Just like 
everyone else who gets paid 
every week, there are 
certain things I have to do 
to qualify for my pay 
cheque. I did not, nor do I 
now have any animosity 
towards him; in fact, there 
was nothing personal in- 
volved. 

If he has a beef with 
anyone it is with himself for 
going off the road. He has 
no justification for being 
angry or threatening to me. 
. The second thing that 
happened this week is less 
physically threatening but 
much more far-reaching in 
importance to freedom for 
everyone. One of our editors 
went to cover the village 
council in his town and 
when he arrived the council 
closed the meeting; not 
because they were discuss- 
ing any of the things that 
are better discussed behind 
closed doors. They closed 
the meeting because they 
didn't like what he had 
written a few weeks earlier 
and had decided not to let 
him into any more council 
meetings. This threatens 
everyone, not just this 
particular reporter, because 
it challenges everyone's 
right to know what elected 
officials are doing. 

What these two stories 
have in common is that 
unfair pressure has been 
placed on reporters because 
they were doing their jobs. 
We don’t expect to be loved 
because the very nature of 
what we do means that we 
offend people from time to 
‘time. We don’t like to 
offend them, but our job 
makes it unavoidable, and 
for that we are sorry.

Making maple syrup 
a Canadian tradition 


By John Bennett 


In the future, I will have 
more respect for the maple 
syrup on my pancakes in 
morning because [I now 
realize just what goes into 
making it. Last week I was 
lucky enough to get a sneak 
preview of a show that the 
Lower Trent Region Conser- 
vation Authority will be 
putting on for school child- 
ren and ¢tadults next week- 
end. The authority has 
teamed with Bill Little a 
Campbellford area farmer 
and maple syrup producer 
to demonstrate just how 
maple sap is gathered ‘and 
turned into that delicious 
sweet sauce \ for our 
pancakes.

back beyond the arrival of 
Europeans in North 
America. Those carly 
settlers who managed to 
survive the tough Canadian 
winters feund the native 
people cutting V-shaped 
grooves in trees and in- 
serting reeds to divert the 
sap in birch bark buckets in 
the spring. The natives 
didn't have any fancy 
equipment to remove the 
water from the sap. They 
just hollowed out a lg and 


filled it with sap and threw? 


hot rocks into it to boil off 
the water. Settlers didn't 
have much better equip- 
ment. They used iron taps 
and an iron pot over an open 
fire to make their syrup. 
For both the native peoples 
and the early settlers 
gathering and making syrup 
was hard work. The hard 
work part is the one element 


te 4 5 = 
the modern maple syrup 
producer. They like to bite 


in the process of making our 
traditional product that 
hasn't changed since the 
beginning. 

Bill Little starts to pre- 
pare for the season in early 
February checking his 
equipment and repairing it. 
‘‘There is always some- 
thing to repair’’. He still has 
a dozen or so trees that he 
taps with the traditional 
bucket nailed on the tree 
but ‘they are mostly for 
show. The real tapping is 
done with six miles~ of 
plastic tubing. That's. what 
it takes to tap 1000. 


Mr. Little likes to give the 
impression of an easy going 
backwoodser but he is much 
more intelligent then he lets 
on. He took me out to the 
bush where the Littles first 
got started in the syrup 
business back in 1941].

the plastic tubing that takes 
the sap to the holding tank.

“During the war sugar 
was rationed and hard to get 
so my-father started tapping 
these trees and they have 
been worked every year 
since, without any notice- 
able effect on them.” 

Mr. Little carefully works 
out how and where to attach 
each spile or tap so that a 
line as long as 100 yards will 
‘drain by gravity to a low 
point in his bush. He has his 
father's original 250 trees 
all draining to one 200 
gallon tank which is placed 
at the lowest point in his 
bush. To get over hills and 
obstacles some of his trees 
are tapped ten feet off the 
ground. How did he work 
out where to place all the 
taps? “‘Well, I worked at 
it. 

From his tank in the bush 
he runs a plastic pipe 
several hundred yards to his 
syrup house and pumps the 
sap with a vacuum pump. 
“The pump needs fixing 
just about every year.” 

In the syrup house is the 
heart of his operation a circa 
¥964 Grim Maple Syrup 
Evaporator. This twelve foot 
long monstrosity is de- 
signed to make 100 gallons 
of syrup a day but Bill says 
he’s never made that much 
because he doesn't use the 
best fuel. Instead he burns 
old planks and logs any 
thing he can get his hands 
on to feed its gargantuan 
appetite for wood. 


‘People think that 
there’s not much to making 
the syrup ‘all you do is 
watch it boil’, Well you 
don't get much chance to sit 
and watch you are always 
doing something, checking 
the tank, taking its tempera- 
ture and putting in more 
wood always more wood",

ie aat An 
Wally Twigg who will be 

helping give-tours of the 

maple syrup bush this 


said Mr. Little. 

‘People talk a lot about 
inflation these days and how 
much things have gone 
up.”’ said Mr. Little. ‘That 
evaporator is a good ex 
ample: when it was made in 
1964 it sold for about $480. | 
bought it in Quebec four 
years ago for $1,100 and I 
got a good deal. A new one 
would cost more than $4000. 
The same goes for every: 
thing else I use. The tubing 
cost about 4 cent foot when I 
first stafted to use it in 1969 
and it is up to 8 cents. On 
the other hand, maple syrup 
cost $5 a gallon in 1956 and 
in 1981 price set by the 
Maple Syrup Producers 
Association is $25 a gallon 
so maple syrup is cheaper 
today than in 1956." 

The evaporator uses three 


° vertical channels to pre-heat 


the sap before it is 
syphoned into the three 
horizontal channels. where 
the real cooking takes place. 
The process is simply the 
removal of the water from 
the sap. Something like 
forty gallons of water for 
every gallon of sap. Mr 
Little was cautious about 
saying just how much sap is 
required to make the syrup 
‘*Well some people will tell 
you forty or fifty to one but I 
don’t really know. I just go 
by the temperature. When 
it reaches 220 degrees | 
drain off the syrup.” 

When the sap reaches 220 
degrees most of the water is 
gone and thick rich syrup is 
left, raise the temperature 
another 20 degrees and you 
make maple sugar, stop 
paying attention for a few 
minutes and You have 
burned maple sugar full of 
charcoal and you'll have to 
stop the entire process to 
clean the evaporator. 

Then from the evaporator

What's Mr, Little's big 
gest problem? He says, it is 
making money but I don't 
believe him.

Not necessarily, to 
get the sap because ac 
cording to, Mr. Little they 
like to bite the tubes when 
the sap is not running. 

The tubes are a trans 
lucent purple colour which 
according to the manufac 
turer, the squirrels can't 
see, The companies are now 


coming out with green 
tubing that lithe rodents 
aren't supposed to see 


either. However, Mr, Little 
agrees with another syrup 
producer, who when told by 
a salesman of tubing that 
tests had proved the tubes 
could not be seen by the 
squirrels said, ‘‘I sure with 
those squirrels would learn 
to read so they'd know they 
can't see the tubes.” 

The demonstration pre: 
sented by the Lower Trent 
Conservation Authority ‘on 
Mr. Little's farm is free and 
includes a display of arti 
facts, and an old-fashioned 
iron kettle demonstration, a 
tour of the bush and free 
sample of W.B. Little and 
Sons Maply Syrup. To get to 
Mr. Little's farm just drive 
two miles cast along Vic: 
toria St. from Campbellford. 
The tours are at 9:30, 10:50, 
1:30 and 2:30 on Saturday 
April 4. 

Norwood ‘and Havelock 
area residents might also 
want to check out the 
demonstration being pre- 
sented by the Otonabee 
Region Conservation 
Authority at Warsaw Ca- 
verns.

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NFU outlines dairy policy to ministers 


Marie Bright, co-ordinat- 
or for Region $ (Ontario) of 
the National Farmers 
Union, together with Wayne 
Easter, NFU Vice Pres- 
ident, and members of the 
NFU Dairy Committee 
presented a submission to 
the Dairy Policy Review 
Committee, on behalf of the 
National Farmers Union. 

In attendance at this 
review was Hon. Eugene 
Whelan, Federal Minister 
of Agriculture; Gilles 
Choquette, Chairman of the 
Canadian Dairy Commis- 
sion; Hon. Andre Ouellet, 
Minister of Trade & Com- 
merce, and the interdepart- 
mental committee on Dairy 
Policy Review. This review 
group seemed to accept the 
NFU presentation with 
strong enthusiasm. There 
was general support that 
the Canadian Dairy policy 
which was implemented 
over the last five years 
remain in place with just a 
few basic improvements. It 
was generally felt any 
radical re-structuring would 
have a detrimental effect on 


the producers of milk and 
also consumer supply of 
milk products. 

The NFU brief called 
upon the government to 
provide policies to restrict 
imports by increasing tariffs 
on agriculture goods, to! 
recognize the full potential 
of food production as a 
source of employment in 
both rural and urban Can- 
ada and demand a policy of 
self-sufficiency in food pro- 
duction to increase, jobs in 
farming and food process- 
ing. 

The present subsidy of 
$6.03 per hectoliter has 
remained constant since 
April 1, 1975; the relative 
impact of the subsidy to 
producers’ target returns 
has declined from 24 per 
cent in 1975 to 17 per cent in 
1980. As well the subsidy’s 
real value in constant 1975 
dollars, due to the effect of 
inflation, is only $3.46 per 


hectoliter, compared to the 


original $6.03 per hectolitre. 
While this subsidy is of 
assistance to dairy farmers 
its real purpose is to 


maintain consumer prices at 
a lower level. The NFU 
called upon the federal 
government to not allow any 
further reduction in the 
current subsidy level. in 
constant 1981 dollars. The 
federal subsidy it said must 
be paid on all Canadian 
requirements for industrial 
milk and should be paid on 
production for export. 

Mrs. Bright said when 
the Minister of Agriculture 
announced a new target 
price of $35.70 per hecto- 
litre on Dec. $1, 1980, he 
stated that it was 9.4 per 
-cent above the target price 
of one year ago. This is well 
below the 13.4 per cent 
increase in real food prices 
of 1980. These statistics 


_ Suggest the current target 


‘return formula certainly 
protects the interest of the 
consumer. In re-calculation 
of the target return formula 
we believe consideration 
must also be given to such 
cost factors as transporta- 
tion and interest not now 
included in the formula. The 
20 percent in the’ returns 


_ changes 


adjustment formula has not 
been used since the formu- 
la's inception in 1975 which 
means-the formula is only 
being triggered by the 80 
percent factor that is auto- 
matic. In a re-structured 
formula the judgment factor 
should automatically in- 
ctease at the same rate as 
the average of the other 
components.” 

The NFU told the Review 
group that it believed any 
being made to 
returns adjustment formula 
need to insure that farmers’ 
returns for mild cover total 
cost of production including 
a fair return for labour and 
investmekt and pointed out 
that retail prices for dairy 
products in Canada have 
been maintained at a level 
either lower than or compar- 
able to those in most other 
industrialized countries. 

Specifically NFU believes 
the return adjustment for- 
mula is yielding a return 
that is at least $2.00 to $2.85 
below cost of production 
because of the inapprop- 
riate levels of returns 


New uses found for whey 


Generations of cheese 
makers have wondered 
what they could do with 
whey, the liquid ‘left-overs’ 
that no one wanted. Today, 
thanks to research, by the 
Department of Food Sci- 
ence, University of Guelph, 
it is turning up in cake 
mixes, breads, caramels 
and other candies which can 
utilize its high sugar con- 
tent. 

The quantities involved 
are substantial. Every year 
in Canada over one and a 
half tonnes of whey, repre- 
senting 90,000 tonnes of 
sugar, essential amino acids 
and other nutrients provide 
the industry with little more 
than a major disposal 
problem; it could not even 
be poured down the drain 
since subsequent bacterial 
action prohibits its introduc- 
tion into the waterways. 
This is the problem to which 
the University of Guelph 
Department of Food Science 
has been addressing itself 
during the past two years. 

Researchers at Guelph, 
headed by Professor D.M. 
Irvine, are using a grant of 
$25,500 from the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food's Provincial Lottery 
Research Fund to investi- 


gate use of the nutrients left - 


in the whey. This is part of 
over $950,000 allocated to 
support University of 
Guelph research under the 
Ministry's 1980 Provincial 
Lottery Research Grants 
program. ; 

Prof. Irvine describes 
whey ‘the non-fat, 
non-casein portion of milk 
left over after cheese 
making. It is rich in food 
value and could be used as 
beef feed, except that the 
cost of transporting 3 
product which is $4 percent 
water makes it uneconomi- 
cal. 

“It can be dried in much 


the way that skim milk 
is dried,"’ says Prof. Irvine. 
‘but most cheese is made in 


small plants which do not 
have drying capacity. Our 
research therefore has ,de- 
veloped in two directions - 
secking low-cost methods of 
concentrating the product 
and finding new uses for 
it."" 

Higher concentrations are 
now being achieved by a 
process of reverse osmosis. 
Working, with a series of 
semi-permeable mem- 
branes, pressure is exerted 
on the whey by pumps thus 
forcing out the water and 
leaving the heavier mole- 
cules to be retained by the 


membranes. 

“The method is simple 
and energy efficient,’ ¢x- 
plains Prof. Irvine, “‘to the 


point that we can now 
increase the concentration 
from six percent to 20 


percent at a cost of no more 
than half a cent per gallon.” 

Other Food Science De- 
partment researchers are 
working to break down the 
sugars. Whey solids run as 
high as 65 percent lactose, 
which is chemically the 
same as cane sugar but with 
a slightly different molecu- 
lar bonding. Its commercial 


usefulness is restricted by 
low sweetness, poor solubi- 
lity and a tendency to form 
large shagp crystals that are 
unacceptable in some food 
products. Lactose, however, 
can be broken down by 
yeasts into glucose and 
galactose, both very sweet, 
highly soluble and easily 
processed. Recent mves by 
the soft drink companies to 
accept non-cane sugars 
opens up one significant 
market. A wide range of 
other possible applications 
that can utilize the proteins 
as well as the sugars are 


generated by the present 
formula some means of 
catch-up over and above 
normal target prices, 
increases must be institut- 
ed. 

In their brief, the NFU 
strongly disagreed with the 
concept of negotiable quo- 
tas. It believes that the 
Commission should bring 
pressure on the provincial 
agencies to stop any move 


toward freely negotiable 
quotas and the young 
farmer should not be 


subject to a transfer levy, 
provided he commits him- 
self to stay in production for 
a minimum of three years. 
The Canadian Dairy Com. 
mission should pay the full 
subsidy on 100 per cent 
market share quota. The 
NFU recotnmended * prices 
for all milk of top quality be 
pooled. The fluid skim-off 
levy should be continued 
until full integration of the 
dairy industry. 

The NFU supported but- 
terfat measurement to 
determine domestic re- 
quirements recognizing this 


under examination. Most 
promising is a new cheese 
spread based on whey 
protein that has been 
pronounced *‘delicious'’’; 
and looks promising enough 
to challenge the popularity 
of some of the presently 
well known brands. 


“We already have a 
beautiful product,’’ con- 
cludes Prof. Irvine. The 


pilot project has already 
more than proved itself, and 
commercial production and 
marketing is expected to 
begin in the very near 
future. 


Weaning weight major factor 


Beef producers are’ one 
segment of our farm com- 
munity who have had 
difficulty keeping pace with 
many of the changes taking 
place in agriculture these 
days. Many producers will 
be quick to point out that 
the economics of beef 
production have been such 
that it has been impossible 
to stay in business, let along 
keep abreast of the latest 
developments. There can be 
no question that beef 
production is characterized 
by wild gyrations in both the 
amount of product going to 
market and the price ‘re- 
ceived. This is particularly 
true of the cow-calf segment 
of the industry which, in 
this area, of high land costs, 
is characterized by part- 
time operators, semi-retired 
farmers, and hobbyists. 

Cow-calf operators who 
attended the Quinte Beef 
Day in mid-February had 
the. opportunity to hear Dr. 
Wilton of the University of 
Guelph describe one of the 
major research projects 
carried on through that 
institution over the last ten 
to twelve years. This parti- 
cular project was designed 
to determine the relative 


efficiencies in terms of feed. 


and economics of beef cattle 
of different sizes and milk 
yields. As such it involved a 
variety of straight bred 
cattle, Angus, Hereford, 
Shorthorn, along with a 
number of cross bred, 
including some containing 
Holstein and Brown Swiss 
blood. 

In general the results 
were predictable. Bigger 
cows produced bigger 
calves, both at weaning and 
particularly at market 
weight. They also tended to 
take a little longer to reach 
market weight. As expect- 
ed, as well, they required 
extra feed to make the 
increases in weight. Fur- 
ther, as expected, milk yield 
had a strong influence over 
weaning weight, with hea- 
vier milkers weaning heavi- 
er calves and this extra 
weight . tended to carry 
through to market. Feed 
requirements were higher 
f ¢ larger cows as well 
as for those producing more 
milk. However, for those 
producing more milk there 
was a decrease in ~ the 
requirement for creep feed 
for the calves. ; 

The resules of these 
experiments would indicate 
that producers should strive 


i 


for heavy milk producing 
cows to improve their 
weaning weights, and for 
heavier, larger animals to 
increase the size of the 
animal produced at slaugh- 
ter weight. There are. 
however, many other consi- 
derations, including feeding 
programs. which have to be 
considered when deciding 
on the type of cow best 
suited for a particular 
situation. 

Just how effective a 
selection program can be 
was demonstrated by work 
carried on with producers in 
Renfrew County over the 
last several years. This 
particular program involved 
selection for adjusted wean- 
ing weight on a number of 
on-farm situations in Ren- 
frew County. While not a 
controlled experiment, it 
does indicate that 


producers can make signifi- 


cant gains in production 
through selection and cul- 
lipg. by selecting for wean- 
ing weight alone. 

The program, involving 
approximately 20 herds of 
all types of breeding. 
resulted in the adjusted 
weaning weight increasing 
from 466 Ibs. in 1974 to 595 
ibs. in 1980 - an increase of 


129 Ibsin weaning weight 
over thé six-year period. 
The program is not compli- 
cated - it simply involves 
weighing calves and adjust: 
ing their weights for age of 
dam, sex of calf, etc. at 
weaning time. Any produ- 
cer with a suitable scale 
should be able to follow this 
program within their herd 
and would, in all likelihood, 
receive comparable results. 
Details of the on-farm 
home-testing program are 
available again through any 
of the local Agricultural 
Offices.

With modern corn 
picking equipment, the 
corn-cobs are picked quickly 
and efficiently at the perfect 
stage of maturity. Once 
harvested, the corn is 
immediately transferred to 
drying and processing 
facilities, where it is sorted 
Only the best cobs are 
selected for shelling and 
drying under controlled 
conditions. 

The quality of popcorn 
depends on the degree of 
expansion optainea when 
the kerrels are popped. 
This is due in part to the 
moisture content of the 
popcorn. Storage bins are 
monitored daily to ensure 
consistent moisture and 
temperature control.

aspects of agricultural pro- 
duction including soil - the 
most basic resource of all. 

The Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food infor- 
mation branch recently pro- 
duced a film, ‘‘Land: Our 
Last Resource'’, to tell the 
story of the need for soil 
conservation. 

The 20-minute, 16 mm. 
colour film was produced for 
a general audience, al- 
though it is aimed at 
primary producers. 

The film was written in 
co-operation with Dr. 
Charles Baldwin, Ridge- 
town College of Agricultural 
Technology soil scientist, 
and James Arnold, ministry 
agricultural engineer. This 
film looks at the causes of 
soil erosion and shows 
practical methods of pre- 
vention, 

The film points out that, 
although land erodes as part 
of the natural process, over 
production and poor water 
management can aggravate 
and speed up the process. 
The film demnstrates by 
vivid examples how impro- 
per tillage - plowing too 
deeply and too fast - along 
with growing the same crop 
year after year, takes a toll 
on our farmland.

such as the egg board and 
chicken board could take 
some lessons from the milk 
board which always seems 
to be a step or two ahead of 
the others. Perhaps that is 
because they have been in 
operation longer but it also 
may be because the milk 
board has managed to elect 
and hire the best people for 
their jobs. 

Even so, I believe the 
price of quota, even for 
milk, is too high. 

There is no way that such 
high prices cannot be 
reflected in the final price of 
the product. Marketing 
board managers will deny it 
and show you figures to 
prove it but the cost, the 
value, of quota is simply too 
high to have such state- 
ments hold water. 

Farmers were forewarned 
at the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture's annual mar- 
keting seminar. The Eco- 
nomic Council of Canada is 
going to get some recom:

about quota values. A 
special committee of the 
ECC will be suggesting that 
juota values are really 
‘ipping off consumers. 

I'm not convinced this is

ion I see is to have another 
regulatory body handling all 
quota transfers.

Trent University. The meet- 
ing was sponsored by the 


NFU and the Ontario Public 
Interest Research Group in 
Peterborough. 


Seed patents complicated . 


The very complicated 
subject of Plant Breeders’ 
Rights or the ability to 
patent plant seed was the 
subject of a public meeting 
at Trent University in Peter- 
borough sponsored by the 
National Farmers Union, 
the Ontario Public Interest 
Research Group (OPIRG) 
and the Peterborough Pro- 
ject for Peace. The meeting 
was called to discuss the 
possible ramifications of the 
Plant Breeders Rights Bill 
C$2 now before parliament 
in Ottawa. 

The guest speakers at the 
meeting which drew a crowd 
of about thirty. people were 
prove gains in productivity 
and efficient management. 
The regulatory body could 
also allot quotas for those 
wishing to become new 
producers. 

Sounds like a big job? 
You would need Solomon‘as 
chairman? Or even someone 
who wants to play God? 

For a while, the scream- 
ing and yelling would be 
heard across Canada. The 
weeping and wailing and 
gnashing of teeth would be 
awesome to behold. 

But something has to be 
done. If you have a better 
idea, get it on paper and tell 
the powers that be about it. 
Farm people have been 
struggling with the problem 
for many months but no one 
seems to be seeing any light 
at the end of the tunnel yet. 


Ivan Allin, President of 
Local $45 of the National 
Farmers Union and Pauline 
Gould a National Board 
member of the N.F.U. 

Mr. Allin kicked off the 
discussion with a prepared 
statement in which he said, 
“Plant Breeders Rights look 
good for the liule guy, but if 
you really look.into it, it is 
just another profit level for 
the agrichemical multina- 
tionals. History has shown 
that only large volume 
handlers will be eligible for 
grants from the government. 
Once the seed is patented, 
the next step is promOtion 
and distribution. Sitice large 
international chemical and: 
seed companies alréady have 
promotion and distribution 
systems in place the small 
seed breeders will end up 
selling their inventions to 
these larger companies.” 

Clifford Maynes, of 
O.P.R.1.G. told Midweek 
that he had organized the 
meeting because of the lack 
of public knowledge about 
issue and the important 
effect the legislation pro- 
posed by Eugene Whalen 
Minister of Agriculture 
could have on Canadian 
farmers and consumers. 
“We hope by holding 
meetings like this and others 
in the future, we can bring 
about a public dialogue on 
the issue of patenting life for 
profits” said Mr. Maynes. 

During the discussion Mr. 
Allin pointed out that in 
countries , Plant Breeders 
Legislation is enforced 
prices of seed have in- 
creased by as much as 150 
percent. He told the audi- 
ence that he is concerned 
that the international che- 
mical companies will com- 
pletely buy “out the small 
seed breeders which they, 


_ have already begun to do. _ 


“This,” he said, “could 
lead to a continued decrease 
in the amount of informa- 
tion and genetic material 
being exchanged by 
scientists. This could lead to 


the fess of valuable research 
material.” 


At the conclusion of the 
meeting a petition opposing 
the proposed legislation was 
passed around the room and 
planning was kegun on a 
larger meeting to be held 


‘before the bill is passed by - 


Pariament.

But, in fact, bats are 


useful and quite unique 
creatures. Their specialized 
wings, which are actually 
leathery skins stretched 
over elongated finger 
bones, make bats the only 
flying mammals. And their 
sophisticated sonar system, 
which pinpoints flying in- 
sects even in total darkness. 
is a superb adaptation for

At the suggestion of a 
friend, we recently tried one 
of the several Monks 
restaurants in the Toronto 
area.

Since the only 
preparation is to drop it into 
a deep fryer, a price of $2.95 
seems excessive. Among 
the main courses, a tiny 
piece of spinach and crab- 
meat quiche was $5.95. I 
understand that it was 
perfectly acceptable in 
taste, put the price does 
seen? remarkable for a few 
strands of spinach and crab. 
Roast duckling was pre- 
sented with something 
called ‘‘Black Cherry 
Sauce’’ which appeared to

Ontario has eight differ- 
ent species of native bats. 
Five of these traditionally 
hibernate in colonies within 
natural shelters such as 
caves, or in man-made sites 
such as attics. In parts of 
northern Ontario, aban- 
doned mine shafts have also 
become important roosting 
sites, and therein lies an 
encouraging tale of enlight- 
enment and co-operation. 
For reasons of public 
safety, the Ontario Ministry 
of Labour had instituted a 
program of sealing off these 
old mine shafts, unaware 
that in some cases this 
caused a problem for bat 
colonies. But when in- 
formed of the conflict by 
staff of the Royal Ontario 
Museum ahd FON, the 
ministry staff involved were 
immediately co-operative, 
and passed on the request 


to one of the companies 
involved. ‘As a result, the 
entrance of an old shaft of 
the Caland Ore Company in 
Atikokan now sports a 
heavy steel grate, rather 
than the usual complete 
blockage. The grate allows 
access to the bats but not to 
human visitors, enduring 
the future of a secure haven 
for the bat colony. 

This particular example is 
especially significant since 


‘the Atikokan site,is the first 


known over-wintering roost 
for the Big Brown Bat in 
‘northern Ontario. In any 
case, both the company 
involved and the Ministry of 
Labour deserve a pat on the 
back for their concern for 
wildlife conservation. It is to 
be hoped that other mining 
companies with similar bat

Desserts were attractive, 
especially a cheesecake and 
a mocha cake. A cake made 
with pears and oranges was 
unexceptionable. 

Our waiter persisted in 
removing dishes which were 
still largely uneaten. While 
it is possible he was trying 
to spare our palates, it 
seems more likely that. he 
had been instructed to 
process his station as 
quickly as possible.

some of the NFU Executive 
members were invited to 
meet Prime Minister Tru- 
deau at his office at 
Parliament Hill.

students from Cape Breton 
Island, Nova Scotia, visited 
the Madoc area this week as 
part of an educational 
exchange sponsored by the 
Hastings County Board of 
Education and their coun- 
terparts in Nova Scotia. The 
trip to Centre Hastings was 
the second part of the 
exchange as the CHSS 


students,had visited Nova 
Scotia fast October. 
The idea behind the 


exchange visits was simply 
to give the students a better 
understanding of ‘life in 
other areas of Canada, both 
within the school system 
and in that area in general. 
For the children from CHSS 
and Nova Scotia, the match- 
up was especially good as 
each area found striking 
similarities between their 
communities. 

Centre Hastings Secon- 
dary School has an, enroll- 
ment/of approximately 
1,000 students while the 
school in Nova Scotia has an 
enrollment of approximately 


1,300, but both high schools 
have high academic stan- 


dards. Both schools are 
older, centralized schools 
that serve students from 


large geographical areas 
but there the similarities 
end. Centre Hastings Se- 
condary School was de- 
scribed by the students and 
teachers from Nova Scotia 
as much larger and more 
modern with better facili- 
ties.

MOORE‘S MUSINGS

It is a good thing we have 
nursing homes where the 
chronically ill and the aged 
who need care can receive 
the attention they need. 
And any such home I've 
ever visited always seems to 
have cheerful and efficient 
staff looking after the 
occupants. 

But I have never heard 
anyone say they are looking 
forward to retiring to such a 
place. 


The big reason why was 
brought home to me this 
week .when I visited a 
gentieman in a I home 
who keeps himse sy by 
working at a hobby, which 
he learned after becoming 
disabled, and »when I saw 
other elderly and disabled 
people sitting around doing 
nothing. I thought to myself 


- that this is one area in which 


society falls down - and the 
failure is not in neglecting 
to entertainment - 
the residents have their TV 
sets and regular visits from 
organizations trying to 
bring some cheer to them. 
But they have no work 
which they are expected to 
do or goal in their daily 
lives. 

Even the mentally retard- 
ed are now given their 
workshops to provide them 
with a sense of pride and 


,, 


achievement. Why, then in 
our nursing homes are 
people fed, washed and 
cared for to sit around ‘‘as 
though to breathe were 
life’ to quote Ulysses. 

A doctor specializing in 
gcrontology spoke last week 
on a TV network about our 


- attitude to the aged as one 


of feeling that once people 
retire, they've earned their 
rest and they've nothing 
more to contribute. They 
are condescendingly set 
aside and treated as chil- 
dren. He suggested we 
think of some young athlete 


now performing at the top of 


his or her field and imagine 
him after he reaches old 
age, ashe one day will. He 
will not just be ‘‘an old 
person’, but a person who 
has had aspirations and 
hopes. He will still be that 
same person who achieved, 
failed, and felt, for although 
the body ages.the mind and 
spirit do not. Anyone who 
has passed through child- 
hood to adulthood knows 
that. 


In some ways, the atti- 
tude that when people are 
warm, comfortable and 
well-fed they should 
happy reminds me of the 
attitude of some people to. 
those in prison. I've heard 
them comment on criminals 
“‘living a life in luxury at the 


taxpayers’ expense” as 
though going to prison was 
some kind of paid vacation 
because one normally 
doesn’t suffer bodily harm 
there. A life cut off from 
living is worse than death to 
my way of thinking. Work, 
creativity, an interest in 
doing, a goal, is the only 
thing that keeps us wanting 
to live. 


One doesn't have to have 
even the use of one’s limbs 
to be employed at some- 
thing." The paralyzed are 
now encouraged -to., work 


with laser beam and. other; 


modern ‘devices to contri- 
bute something creative 
with their still active miggs. 

I fervently hope that if the 
day ever comes when I end 
up in a nursing home that 
government grants or some 
other funds have interceded 
by then to set up- workshops 
in those places where I can 
either learn something in 


\ keeping with my bodily 


strength to give me some 
eaningful occupation 
where I can be assisted to 
use what skills I have - even 
to doing housework. And I 
trust there will also be an 
occupational therapist there 
to encourage me in some - 
work should illness have my 
spirits down. Anything to 
make it worthwhile to get up 


in the morning. ;

drawers of water...’'a land 
whose resources are exploit- 
ed for the benefit of others 
and which is a ready or 
captive market for the 
exploiters’ manufactured 
goods." . 

Mr. Light pointed out that 
Canadians own only 45 
percent of our manufactur- 
ing industry and only 66 
percent of our economy.

new technology or an 
enhancement of an existing 
product.

reason for our 


national sickness, our poor 


manufacturing performance 
and our dependence on the 
technologies of others be- 
comes quite ge ne eRe 
you that, other shan Iceland 
and Ireland{ Canada invests 
less in industrial R & Dasa 
percentage of its Gross 
National Product than any 
other free world industrial 
nation. 

“We need a sense of 
urgency in the Ottawa 
bureaucracy that will pro- 
duce an immediate answer 
in less than three months 
and a decision in less than 
six months to a year. We 
need a realization in Owawa 
that constant changes in 
policies, strategies, regula 
tions and interpretations of 
regulations do not reflect 
responsibility; in the eyes of 
others they reflect confu- 
sion, inconstancy and in- 
competence.

REFORMS ON THE 
BACK BURNER 
Without any fanfare, @ 
wide range of promised 
reforms have been put on 
the back burner here. The 
government had decided 
that, since Parliament is 
already very much occupied 
with major debates over the 
constitution and energy 
policy, it would be im- 
possible to bring forward 
new legislation at the 
present time. Affected by 


this situation are the 

following - 

The Proposed Industrial 
Strategy 

Amendments to the 


Foreign Investment Review 
Act, tightening restrictions 
on foreign ownership. In- 
dustry Minister Herb Gray 
had hoped to have these 
measures - promised in the 
last election campaign 
before the public by now. 
He frankly admits they have 
been delayed ugtil after the 
constitution and energy 
debates are over. 
Curbs on the Right-to-Strike 
in the Public Service 
Treasury Board President 
Don Johnston, the man 
responsible for the 315,000 
federal public servants, 
wants to limit their. right to 


strike, first granted by the 
Pearson government in 
1967. But his cabinet 
colleagues aren't anxious to 
get into a scrap with the 
public service unions. 
Regulatory Reform 
Another Johnston 
favorite, «the cutting of 
government red tape and 
regulations, may have to 
wait until next fall, when it, 
could become the centre- 
piece of the Throne Speech 
opening a new session of 
Parliament. Johnston 
wanted to move sooner than 
that, arguing that regula- 
tory reform would be 
helpful to business. But 
each regulation has a lobby 
ready toy defend it, as 
President Ronald Reagan is 
finding out in the U.S. 


Civilian Review of the

Light affects milk 


Whether the censumer 
buys homo, 2 percent or 
skim milk, all types are 
subject to flavor deteriora- 
tion when exposed to light, 
according to a recent study 
conducted by the Depart- 
ment of Food Science at the 
University of Guelph. 

Samples of milk exposed 
to light for 24 hours and 
milk protected from light 
were evaluated by 145 
panelists for flavor. differ- 
ences. More than two-thirds 
of the panelists were able to 
correctly identify light- 
exposed and _ partially 
skimmed milk. 

“Of the three types of 
milk used in this study, the 
unexposed milk was signifi- 
cantly preferred,’’ said Dr.

Ducks front and center 
for Presqu’ile weekend 


A rose may be a rose may 
be arose but a bufflehead is 
not a goldencye is not a 
pintail. 

To see and hear and learn 
about the great variety of 
duck species, there are only 
a few choice locations in 
Southern Ontario, and only 
a very short time during the 

vyear. But, many families 

and other groups have been 
getting out to those spots 
during the spring migration 
because it is something 
unique and marvelous. to 
enjoy. 

Most duck species just 
pass through this part of the 


conunent, They winter in 
the Mississippi Delta, or 
along the Eastern Seaboard 
or other locations in the 
south, and they head north 
to the Prairies and Northern 
Ontario and Quebec to 
breed in the summer. Only 
a few species summer in 
this area. 

Presqu ile Provincial 
Park's open bays for diving 
ducks and marshes and 
ponds for puddle ducks 
attract a great variety of 
species in terrific numbers 
for a short time each spring. 
making it one of the best 
spots in the continent to see 


the waterfowl migration. To 
help people enjoy what they 
see and hear, Presqu’ile 
Provincial Park will hold the 
Waterfowl! Viewing Week- 
end April 11 and 12 with 
naturalists there with view- 
ing scopes, displays and 
information, pointing out 
species by colour, size, 
shape, numbers and habits. 

During the weekend, the 
Brighton Lions’ Club will 
hold a Sports Show with 
taxidermists, retriever dog 
trials, wood carvers and 
other ‘exhibits at the nearby 
Brighton Arena. 


Early weaning recommended ~ 


Early weaning of calves is 
a tip from the dairy industry 
that could help beef cow- 
calf producers. 

‘Aairy producers wean 
calves at birth and feed milk 
or milk replacement for six 
weeks, while beef calves are 
allowed to nurse for 180 
days or more,”’ says Dave 
Murray, of the Ridgetown 
College of Agricultural 
Technology livestock _sec- 
tion. ‘‘Studies show, how- 
ever, that early weaning 
beef calves can reduce feed 
costs and improve reproduc: 
tive performance of the 
cow.” 

At Ridgetown College a 
three-year study compared 

Aaes of gain of -calves 
weaned at 90 and 70 days of 
age, with those of calves 
nursing for 180 days. 
During the first two years, 
calves weaned at 90 days 
gained 8 to 10 percent more 
slowly than nursing calves 
that were creep fed. 


In the 1980 study, calves. 


weaned at 70 days were 


~implanted with Ralgro, @ 


growth stimulant, at birth 
and 90 days of age. The 


calves were fed a grain 
mixture free choice. The 
results showed that calves 
weaned at 70 days out- 
gained nursing calves by 24 
kilograms (52 Ib.). Early 
weaned calves that received 
implants gained an addi 
tional 8-kg. (18 Ib.). 
‘Weaning calves at 70 
days of age is not for 
everyone, but it is useful in 


certain circumstances,” 
says Mr. Murray. This 
program requires a high 


level of management in 
terms of nutrition, sanita- 
tion and herd health.” 
Early weaning can fit well 
into a system where a 
producer culls 25 percent of 
the cow herd each year. 
Early weaning would allow 
the producer to ship those 
cull cows 110 days earlierg 
the season. ia J 
Early weaning is also a 
useful management tool 
when feed supplies, such as 
pastures, begin to dry up in 


“July and August. By wean- 


ing calves early producers 
can relieve the stress of 
nursing a calf from the 
cows. 


Although it is too early in 
the study to obtain conclu- 
sive results, early weaning 
is beginning to show some 
effect on reproductive per- 
formance of beef cows. 
Conception rates have tend 
ed to be better for the cows 
if the calves “have been 
weaned early

Young helpers available | 


Again this year the Junior 
Agriculturalist and the Ag- 
programs will be 
available for farmers in the 
area. Full-time farmers 
interested in hiring an 
urban student for the 
summer are ‘entitled to 
some financial assistance 
under this program. This 
program, which has opera- 
ted successfully for a 
number of years, is de- 
signed to provide practical 
experience for young people 
from urban areas who have 
an interest in agriculture, 
but have had no working 
farm experience. Young 
people 16 or 17 years of age 
are placed on farms for a 
nine week period, com- 
mencing June 22, and 
terminating August 22. The 
young people selected will 
live with the farm family 
and take part in the normal 
farm activities. The Junior 
Agriculturalist will receive a 
training allowance of $12/ 
day - $6.provided by the 
Ontario Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Food, with the 
remaining $6 provided by 
the-host farmer. In addition, 
the host farmer supplies 
room and board valued at $6 
per day. Farmers who have

an interest in young people . 


and a need for some 
additional help during the 
summer months should 
make application for the 
Junior Agriculturalist Pro- 


gram through the local 
offices of the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food. 

A second youth employ 
ment program, known as 
the Agricrew Program 15 
also available again this 
year. Agricrew consists of 
three crew members and 
one crew foreperson. The 
agricrew is available to work 
for farmers on a daily basis 
at a cost of $90 per day for 
the crew. Services of the 
crew can be obtained for a 
maximum of five days 
during the summer months.

painting, cleaning up. fence 
building, etc. Most 
members will have some 
farm experience and will 
supply their own transporta 
tion to and from jobs. The

Ditchbanks pay off 


Constructing and main 
taining proper ditchbanks 
isn't a waste of farm land 
it's a good way to conserve 
soil and preserve water 
quality. 

‘A properly designed 
ditchbank with good vegeta- 
tive cover and a good buffer 
strip will reduce soil 
erosion,’ says John Schiei 
hauf, Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food, field 
crops specialist. “‘This 
system prevents sgil from 
washing away and filters 
out sediment to preserve 
the water quality for those 
downstream." 

The major problem with 
Ontario ditchbanks is the 
lack of good vegetative 
cover and buffer strips. The 
vegetated buffer strip slows 
water flow from the fields 


and stabilizes ditchbanks to 
prevent the sides ‘from 
caving in 

"Many farmers are reluc- 
tant to sacrifice a four-to 
five foot strip along the 
ditch as a buffer because of 
high land values and at- 
tempts to get every inch of 
the farm into production, — 
says Mr. Schicihauf. 
‘Many don't want to spend 
money seeding ditchbanks 
and buffer strips.” 

A forage misture of 
creeping red fescue and 
bird's-foot trefoil is recom- 
mended as an econofnical 
and effective vegetative 
cover for ditchbanks and 
buffer strips. Tall fescue, as 
a single grass species, is 
somewhat cheaper and 
stabilizes a ditchbank very 
well.

‘farmers should be vocal in 
the pride of their profes- 
sion’ and they need to tell

The marshes are once 
again livened by the cher-o- 
kee of blackbirds, and urban 
lawns graced by the wel- 
come return of robins. From 
now until June, each dawn 
will be greeted by a 
serenade of bird song, and 
many of these songs will be 
far more complex than we 
generally realize. 

Using modern recording 
machinery, scientists have 
been able.to slow down a 
typical bird song. and 
discovered that our human 
ears miss most of their 
message. Even a rough 
‘chur’? is not the simple 
note that we hear, but 
actually an intricate pattern 
of modulations repeated so 
quickly that we can't dis- 
tinguish all its. inflections. 
That pattern is not only 
typical of the species, but 
also sufficiently distinctive 


often to identify the 
individual bird. 

One of America’s leading 
bird-song detectives, Aretas 
Saunders, has suggested 
that if we organized birds by 
their songs, a very different 
family tree would result. 
For example, the towhee, 
redstaft, and meadowlark 
all share the habit of 
alternating “two different 
songs. A long string of 
phrases, beginning with 
rapid notes and ending with 
slower slurred notes is 
shared by pied-billed gre- 
bes, gallinules and yellow- 
billed cuckoos. Purple 
finches and ruby-crowned 
kinglets habitually repeat 
their song several times 
without 2 pause. 

Bird songs vary with the 
season. The territory song, 
used by males to stake their

Hydro Rate Structures 

On April 10, 1980, Pre- 
mier Davis announced in 
the legislature that Ontario 
Hydro rates are, on the 
average, 29 percent higher 
to rural customers than 
those charged by Public 
Utilities Commissions (who 
buy in bulk from Ontario 
Hydro) to their urban 
customers, and had in- 
structed Ontario Hydro to 
bring the rates to a more 
equal level. When Mr. 
Millar brought in the 
mini-budget, he announced 
a $20 million subsidy to 
Ontario Hydro to help 
equalize rates in 1981. This 
is to apply to the first 1000 
kwh per month, which 
works out to $3.05 per 
month or $36.60 per year. 
This subsidy may help 
homeowners, but to a 


farmer who has a bill of. 
$2,000 or more per year, it” 


is a very small percentage. 

For four years Harold 
Giesel, a farmer in Waterloo

Pesticides from’ a Farmer's 
Perspective 

Since the 1960s environ- 
mentalists have stepped up 
their efforts to have pesti- 
cides banned. Their efforts 
have resulted in stricter 
controls on pesticides and 
research. Costs for research 
have risen, resulting in 
spiralling pesticide costs. 
Insect resistance has also 
increased. Farmers are now 
caught in a squeeze where 
they must produce quality 
food at reasonably low 
prices, yet are expected to 
do so without the essential 
aid of pesticides. 

In the past 25 years, there 
has been a whole generation 
of consumers who have no 
idea that pests are a 
problem. Therefore, they do 
not see pesticides as an 
essential part of farming. 
This lack of . knowledge 
combined with well orga-

Geraniums tough

The versatile geranium 
can play 4 part in any 
garden, and will flower all 
season long with little 
attention. 

An inexpensive way to 
ensure a good supply of 
geraniums for this year's 
garden is to take cuttings 
from overwintered plants, 
says Russ Gomme, Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food horticulturist. 

The traditional method of 
overwintering geraniums is 
to hang plants in a cool, 
dark place in the fall. In 
early spring. the plants are 
potted, watered, and cut 
back. After new growth 
begins, plants are replanted 
in the garden. However, 
Mr. Gomme says a more 
vigorous plant can be 
produced by taking cuttings 
from these overwintered 
plants.

Water the old plants, and 
when new shoots grow, take 
cuttings about 15 centi- 
metres (6 inches) in length. 

Remove the lower leaves 
from the cutting, and dip 
the end in a fungicide such 
as Captan.

(2 in.) deep and 
5 cm. (2 in.) apart in a 15 
cm. (6 in.) flower pot. 

Mr. Gomme recommends 
using a “soil mixture of 
coarse sand, mixed with 
peat moss or vermiculite. 
Water ‘the soil mixture 
thoroughly and place the 
container in a clear plastic 
bag under a lighting unit oF 
in a window protected from 
direct sunlight. 

“Once the cuttings have 
rooted, apply a weak fertili- 
zer, says Mr. Gomme. 
“Cuttings should be ready 
for transplanting in about 
one month.”

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Agricultural practices 
have changed a lot in the 
last 50 years - tractors have 
replaced horses, 
mechanized grain-drying 
systems have replaced 
traditional methods of 
drying grain and hay, and 
fertilizers, herbicides and 
pesticides are being used 
more and more. 

Agriculture has become 
an energy-intensive 
industry. By 1996, energy 
could be the third-highest 
expense for a farmer. 

-"Today, energy repre: 
sents about five per cent of 
the total operating costs on 
a farm and the amound is 
growing,"’ Energy Minister 
Robert Welch says. ‘‘And 
for every dollar the farmer 
spends on energy, more 
than 65 cents goes directly 
to pay for petroleum pro- 
ducts.”’ 

In recognition of the 
growing cost of energy, the 
Ontario’ Ministry of Energy 
is working with the pro- 
vincial Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Food to find ways 
to help farmers reduce their 
dependence on expensive 
energy products. 

Last year, the two 
ministries formed an Agri- 
cultural Energy Policy Com- 
mittee to develop a five-year 
Agricultural Energy 
Management Program to 


help farmers * conserve 
energy. The committee will 
report in the next few 
weeks. 

As well, the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food has 
recently established an 
Agricultural Energy 
Management Resource 
Centre which will work 
directly with farmers on 
farm-related energy pro- 
jects. 

Mr. Welch says there are 
many ways farmers can 
save money by using energy 
wisely or by limiting the use 
of expensive petroleum 
products. 

“Energy costs on farms 
can be reduced in some 
casess by growing crops 
that are most efficient in 
turning sunlight into food 
value,’’ he says. ‘‘In other 
cases, machinery can be 
used less, driven more 
efficiently and maintained 
better to reduce fuel con- 
sumption. And fertilizers 
and herbicides can be 
reduced through techniques 
such as crop rotation.” , 

Farmers can also improve 
insulation, recover waste 
heat and improve green- 
house designs. 

But that's just the be- 
ginning. The Ministries of 
Energy and Agriculture and

Kemptville 90, and the one 
at Arkell 120. e 

Mr. Henderson said that 
the government is respond- 
ing to a rising demand for 
this service. Last year 631 
bulls were tested across the 
province. The total for this 
year has risen to 871. The 
increase in Eastern Ontario 
alone.was from 94 bulls last 
year ta 204 this year. 

‘It is this concern for 
quality among our farmers 
that has made our beef 
industry successful and kept 
our reputation high,”’ Mr. 
Henderson said.

And it's 
probably these additional 
responsibilities that forced 
the majority of food co-ops 
that opened in Ontario in 
the past 20 years to close 
their doors. 

At present, 19 incor- 
porated food co-ops are 
operating in the province, 


up only .six since 1975. 


Estimated «nembership has 
risen to 6, from 5,000 
over the same period. 

But this high mortality 
rate and slow growth 
doesn't mean that you 
shouldn't consider the food 
co-op idea if you're serious 
about cutting food costs. It 
just means you'll have to 
enter the project with your 
eyes wide open. 

Food co-ops represent 4 
significant life-style de- 
parture for most Ontarians. 
Most of us buy our groceries 
from a profit-making store 
and have little or no say in 
what products are displayed 
on the shelves. 

In a co-op, the members 
decide everything....the 
products ‘that will be 
stocked and their price, 
operating hours, even the 
maximum number of co-op 
members. The success or 
failure of a co-op depends 


and buying. 


entirely on its members. 

In most food co-ops the 
members have to work a 
minimum number of hours 
each month behind the cash 
register, stocking shelves or 
acting as buyers. 

How do food co-ops sell 
most of their goods for less 
than supermarkets? 

The principal reason is 
that the store is operated on 
a non-profit basis. Costs are 
also held down by renting a 
store in an inexpensive part 
of town, using voluntary, 
unpaid staff and avoiding 
expensive advertising and 
in-store display promotions. 

If you decide to join an 
incorporated food co-opera- 
tive, and the executive of 
the co-op accepts you, 
you'll be asked to make a 
financial commitment. 

Depending on the 
financial arrangement made 
by the co-op at the time of 
its incorporation, you will be 
asked to buy a share or 
shares in the venture or 
make a Igan to the co-op. Be 
sure to ask what happens to 
your investment if you 
decide to leaye the co-op or 
if it closes. 

An alternative to the 
full-scale co-op that is 
gaining popularity is the 
food club. These clubs are 


run from church halls or a 


member's basement and 
are simply places where 
bulk food, which has been 
pre-ordered by the club

then distributed. 

Food club members don't 
have to staff a store 
(because there isn't ‘one} 
and may be obliged to pick 
up their bulk orders from a 
wholesaler and deliver them 
to the distribution point. 

Food clubs are, by 
nature, informal, with the 
members deciding week-by- 
week if there are any 
products they would like to 
buy in bulk. Unlike the 
co-op, there is no per: 
manent retail space to be 


rented or staffing details to’ 


be. arranged. In addition, 
food club members don’t 
have to put up any money to 
start their club, as do 
members of an incorporated 
co-op.

Ouch! Meat prices seem 
headed through the roof. 

But there are ways to 
keep meat in your diet 
without breaking the family 
budget. Here are a few tips: 

Pork 

About the only way to cut 
pork costs is to buy a large 
piece (called a primal cut by 
the pork trade) and either 
cut it into smaller sections 
yourself or have your store 
butcher do it. This could 
save you as much as 50 
cents-per-pound depending 
on the particular cut. 

You should also be aware 
that certain chops cost more 
than others. The cheaper 
cuts are just aS nutritious as 
the more expensive ones 
and, because they are better 
‘‘marbled’’ with fat, can 
have a better flavor than the 
leaner pieces: 

Chicken 

The casiest way to save 
money on fresh chicken is to 
buy the whole bird and cut it 
up yourself* 

A second way to Save is to 
buy frozen chicken which is 
usually cheaper than fresh 
chicken. Remember that 
you must not refreeze 
chicken that has been 
previously frozen becuase of 
the increased posibility of 
bacterial infection of the 
bird. + 

Beef 

There are more than 25 
cuts of beef. Some are 
cheaper than others but are 
perfectly acceptable substi- 
tutes for.the more expensive 
cuts if properly cooked. The 
most economical cuts are 
from the front quarter of the 
animal - shank, neck, blade, 
short and cross ribs. Your 
butcher can best advise you 


how to’ cook these cuts. 

Buying bulk can save 
money but there are some 
important implications you 
must consider if you plan to 
buy in quantity through 
freezer plans. You must be 
prepared to use all the cuts. 
If your family loves sirloin 
steaks but hates hamburger 
or stew, a freezer plan that 
sells you a lot of hamburger 
is no bargain, regardless of 
the price-per-pound. 

Instead of buying through 
freezer plans you might 
consider buying more of a 
particular cut of beef when 
it is on special. 

Don’t let meat spoil in the 
freezer. Fresh beef may be 
frozen without rewrapping 
if it is used within 1-2 
weeks. For longer storage. 
the be&f should be wrapped 
in proper freezer paper. 
Ground and stewing beef 
should be used within 3-6 
months, steaks in 6-8 
months and roasts within 
one year; 

Variety meats such as 
liver, kidney, heart, tongue 
and tripe are ‘economical 
and nutritious. There is very 
little waste and they can be 
prepared in numerous 
ways; 

High oven temperatures 
cause beef to shrink and 
lose weight excessively. It's 
estimated that you can save 
as much as 17 cents out of 
every beef dollar, by lower: 
ing the oven temperature to 
between 275 degrees and 
$25 degrees. You'tl also find 
that meat cooked at a lower 
heat is more tender;

Burnham Mansion are en 
tirely negative. 

Among the appetizers, 
snails de Bourgogne (sic) 
clearly owed their flavor to 
garlic powder, not to fresh 
garlic, and there was no hint 
of the shallots which ofter? 
accompany this dish. Crab 
claws mignonette features 
mushy crab in a sauce that 
appears to be no more than 
melted margarine. At $5.50 
it is overpriced. 

Perhaps margarine is a 
specialty of the house. Stale 
heated bread is pre-spread 
with an unidentifiable sub- 
stance which to my taste has 
no earthly relation to butter. 

House specialties include 
surf and turf, beef, lamb 
and veal dishes and a small 
selection of fish and shell: 


“fish. Rock Cornish Game 


Hen Rossini was a tough 
little bird stuffed with 
nothing more exciting than 
plain boiled rice. Although 
the menu describes the 
sauce aS containing 
Madeira, there is no flavor 
of it whatsoever. Veal 
scalopine a la Marsala is 
described as being in a 
sauce of Marsala, fine herbs 
and demi-glace. The Mar 
sala was conspicuous by its 
absence as were the herbs. 

Both dishes were accom: 
panied by carrots and green 
beans which were soggy. 
discolored and tasteless. No 
house salad was provided. 

Desserts include trifle, 
cheese, various fruits and 
Crepes Suzettes. Black 
Forest Cake, unbelievably, 
would appear to be made 
without whipping cream 
but with a tinned substitute. 
As a final touch coffee 
included a generous meta- 
sure of grounds in each cup. 

The service at Burnham 


Mansion is as remarkable as _ 


the food. At the table 
behind us a waiter dropped 
a tray of glasses.

Buy large cuts and divide 
them into smaller pieces. By 
doing yourself what the 
butcher is paid to do, you 
can save money. All you 
need is a sharp knife and a 
litle knowledge about the 
various cuts of beef. 

Finally, consider meat 
less meals. Canadians eat 
an average of 160 Ibs. of red 
meat annually, almost twice 
as much as is needed to 
meet the body's daily 
protein requirement of four 
ounces.

While the initiatives are 
aimed \ primarily at com- 
munities considering 
municipal non-profit 
housing, assistance willbe 
made available to munici- 
palities in the process of 
developing municipal non- 
profit rental housing for the 


_ first time. 


Under the ministry's 
municipal non-profit 
housing program, a federal 
rent reduction grant re- 
duces the effective interest 
rate on loans from private 
lending institutions to two 
per cent. When required, 
the province offers an 
additional rent reduction 
grant of up to 100 per cent 
of the federal assistance. 

These rent reduction 
grants are used to maintain 
over-all rents at market 
levels, and to subsidize 
rent-geared-to-income 
units. If additional funds 
were required, they would 
be shared on a 50:50 ratio 
between the federal. and 
provincial governments.

Hi abit-forming 


Fitness, it seems, is like 
eating peanuts. 

Once you start, you can't 
stop. 

That's what's indicated in 
a research report on fitness 
patterns that was made 
public. by the Ontario 
Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation. 

The report states that the 
fastest-growing group of 
fitness buffs are men and 
women who exercise three 
times a week or more. 

And it contains 
suggestions that fitness i8 
taking firmer hold in the 
province. 

One in every two adults in 
Ontario, it states, is getting 
some form of physical 
activity every week. 

And even people who are 
not active at all, are saying 
they should be getting more 
exercise than they do. 

The report, called 
“Physical Activity Patterns 
in Ontario’’, is based on a 
series of interviews with 
more than 1,000 adults 
across Ontario. 

Ontario's fitness 
minister, Reuben Baetz 
says, ‘‘l am delighted with 
the report's clear indication 
that fitness is not a fad and 
that it will‘continue to grow 
in the 1980's. 

‘We saw a massive 
increase in fitness interest 
and participation in the 
mid-70's, Over the last two 
years that interest has 
increased by an additional 
seven per cent. 

‘‘Now all of us who are 


interested in fitness face a 


three-pronged challenge. 
First, we have to encourage 
people who are involved to 
pursue activities which pro- 
duce the very best fitness 
results. . 
“Second, we've got to 
help encourage people who 
are jast starting out to stay 
with it. Third, we've got to 
turn people who are 
thinking about fitness into 
people who are doing 
something about it.’ 
* The 44-page report is 
based on data which have 
been collected by the 
Canadian Gallup Poll over 
the past two years.

The following information 
regarding transportation 
that is being provided for 
the students by the Peter 
borough County Board of 
Education and the cost of 
providing i may interest 
readers 

A total of 6.889 students 
are being transported and 
there is a total of 251 
vehicles used to transport 
these students. These vehi- 
cles travel a total of 15,097 
miles daily. Eleven of these 
vehicles are owned by the 
Board of Education and the 


reason the Board owns only 
11 buses is that there would 
be no savings to the 
taxpayer by operating more 
of their own buses. The 
estimated cost of providing 


this service for 1981 is 
$3,208,690 of the total 
education budget of 
$46,911,556. 


In 1971 approximately 41 
percent of all students 
received transportation, 
whereas now it is about 48 
percent. This is duc mostly 
to a larger percentage of the 
students living in the rural 
areas than was the case in 
1971 as well as having less 
students standing on the 
buses. 

The Board has tried to 
keep transportation costs 
down while at the same time 
maintaining the level of 
service desired by the

Relations’ Property - Rights 
Division, was given 
$700,000 for its first year 
budget.

Under the federal-provin- 
cial Eastern Ontario Subsi-

a little world of its own since 1831 


The year 1981 marks 
what is for this area a rather 
venerable birthday, celebra- 
tion, the 150th anniversary 
of the founding of Dummer 
Township. 

This ‘‘little world of its 
own ‘without railway or 
provincial roads’’ to quote 
Andre Dorfman, who heads 
a committee which is 
researching the history of 
Dutamer to compile a book 
for this sesquicentennial 
year, is still divided into 
groups socially as it was in 
its earliest days. The Irish, 
Scottish, Cornish and Eng- 
lish settlers who first took 
tracts of supposedly ‘good 
farmland in this rocky, 
wooded country, although 
emigrating from areas in 
Britain no farther 
apart in many cases than 
their location in the new 
land of Dummer, had 
difficulty in understanding 
each other because of the 
wide variation in dialect and 
accents, and so grouped 
together in settlements ac- 
cording to their language. 

Today, it is not language 
which divides the people 
socially but, with the area so 
extensive and with no 
central town, residents look 


to different centres towards 


the boundaries for recrea- 


tion and churches Nor- 

‘ wood, Lakefield, Peter- 
borough, Warsaw and 
Havelock. 


Mr. Dorfman knows a- 
bout the early difficulty with 
language not only from a 
reference in a famous 1852 
book by Lakefield’s Col. 
Strickland ‘25 Years in 
Canada West"’ which men- 
tioned the difficulty of 
understanding ‘“‘the Cor- 
nishmen of Dummer’’ but 
he has discovered the same 
problem in records he has 
studied. . 

One Irish census taker of 
the day, for instance, had 
trouble with Scottish 
names. Haighle came out in 
his report as Haitchel, and 
that name has about 15 
other interpretations in dif- 
ferent documents. 

These early settlers must 
have had unbelievably bad 
conditions back in the old 
country when you consider 
the hardships they suffered 
in coming here and the yet 
glowing accounts of rock- 
strewn Dummer which they 
sent back in their letters. 

One such note in -Mr. 
Dorfman's possession is a 
letter written by a settler 
named Robert Haighle to 
relatives in Scotland in 
which he mentions his ‘'50 
acres of land of excellent 
quality all covered with 
lumber such as you never 


. saw, in the Township of 


Domer near Peter: 
borough." 

The remainder of the 
Petter is filled with an 


account of deaths, property 
losses and other hardships 
suffered during the voyage 
to Canada and the settling 
process. The writer, him- 
self, died shortly after 
writing his letter.

Warsaw is the “‘seat of 
government" today in Dum- 
mer, but in the 1860s South 
Dummer, now consisting of 
only a hall, was once a 
thriving centre with 30 or 40 
businesses. ‘‘They even had 
a weekly paper called the 
South Dummer News of 
which not a single copy 
seems to exist today. 1 
estimate the paper lasted 
about 10 years during the 
1860s,"' said Mr..Dorfman. 

By 1880 Dummer had 
built up its population to 
around 2,100 people, but by 
1911, no doubt after the 
trees had been removed and 
the inhospitable land for 
cultivation revealed, the 
number was down to 130€ 
as the pioneer sons and 
daughter left to seek work in 
the cities. 

The task of a person 
writing a comprehensive 
history of an area, as Andre 
Dorfman is doing,’ is not an 
easy one. 

I've been working at the 
book off and on for 2% 
years now and have put in 
over 4,000 hours of re 
search’’, he said. “"Now I'm 
working 10 hours a day in 
the hope of completing a 
250-page book for sale by 
next Christmas”’. 

The reason for all the 
work is that Mr, Dorfman’s 
objective is not, as has been 
that of so many others in 
writing about the history of 
Peterborough County, to 
draw on-Dr. T.W. Poole’s 
famous 1867 book ‘‘The 
Early Settlement of Peter- 
borough County’’. 

‘Just about every book 
since his has repeated Dr. 
Poole’s findings,"’ he said. 
“Our hope is to dig up 
entirely new material about 
the area. When you write a 
history, local people are 
always interested in reading 
it. If you include interesting 
stories, your readership 
widens. But if you obtain 
new, substantiated, histori 
cal facts, every library in 
Canada will want a copy’’. 

Mr. Dorfman is doing 
most of the legwork visiting 
archives and libraries in 
Ouawa and Toronto, Co- 
bourg and Newcastle, and is 
assisted by committee 
members May Payne, doing 
the local interviews and Bob 
Taylor-Vaisey, a Peter- 
borough archivist who has 
volunteered his help and, 
according to Mr. Dorfman, 
‘*knows everything that has 
been written about Dum- 


mer." 
The local help from 
pioneer descendants has 


been disappointing. ‘‘Most 
of the material has come 
from outside the area,"* said 
Mr. Dorfman. ‘‘The Robert 
Haigle letter, for instance, a 
real treasure, came from a 
woman in Turner Valley, 
Alberta, 
Denning who has never 
visited Dummer, but on 
reading about our project in 
the Ontario Genealogical 
Society newsletter contact- 
ed me.’’ Mrs. Denning is 
related to the Robert Haigie 


named Florence, 


family and has been trying 
to trace her family roots for 
20 years. Mr. Dorfman has 
since been able to tell her 
that Robert Haigle's wife 
and one daughter moved to 
Eric Township, Bruce Coun 
ty, after he died and 
established a family there 
known as Esplen 

There are also a wealth 
of letters in the archives in 
Ottawa, in Toronto Refers 
ence Library and at the 
University of Western On 
tario, but we still would like 
to uncover material locally 
not so far revealed.’ he 
commented 

One might wonder why a 
person called Dorfman has 
spent so muc h unpaid effort 
in a labor of love tracking 
down the history of British 
families still very much in 
evidence in the township 
From the ‘English 
which stretched from War 
saw to Bethel Church, such 
names as Grant, Bullock.

The Ontario Safety 
League reminds motorists 
the motorcycle drivers are 
given the same priveleges 
as motorists and are subject 
to the same rules of the 
road.

FUEL ALTERNATIVES 


In five years you could be 
filling your tank at the 
alcohol hydrogen or pro- 
pane pump. 

Five years from now, 
100,000 Ontario vehicles 
could be operating year 
round and never burn a 
drop of gasoline. 

Sounds incredible? 
from it. 

The Ontario Ministry of 
Energy has embarked on a 
long-range program to de- 
velop other fuels for cars, 
trucks, buses and trains - 
fuels such as alcohol, 
propane, compressed or 
liquified natural gas, hydro- 
gen, synthetic gasoline and 
hydrocarbons, and even 
vegetable oils! 

By 1985, these fuels will 
have replaced 227 million 
litres of gasoline in the 
Ontario market. That's e- 
nough gasoline to run 
100,000 priyate cars for a 
full year. 

And that's just the start. 
By 1995, these fuels will be 
filling ten percent of our 
needs, the equivalent of 
more than one and a haif 
billion litres, enough to 
power 600,000 cars. 

The new program, called 
Alternative Transportation 
Fuels for the Future, will 
the Ontario Govern-

ment $75 million over five 
years. This is in addition to 
the incentives provided in 
the 1980 provincial budget 
which saw the removal of 
the seven per cent sales tax 
on vehicles powered exclus- 
ively by alternative fuels, as 
well us the removal of the 
4.6 cents a litre tax on 
alcohol when used alone or 
with another fuel. 

Significant investment 
will also be provided by 
private companies and other 
areas of the public sector as 
they become involved in 
what will undoubtedly be- 
come a major and 
profitable - industry. 

Some of the fuels in the 
program, such as propane, 
are already at an advanced 
stage of development. It is 
in use now to power fleets of 
vehicles, such as taxis and 
delivery trucks. 

By 1985, the Ministry of 
Energy expects that 40,000 
propane-powered vehicles 
will be in operation in the 
province. 

For other fuels, ses as 
hydrogen, further research 
is necessary, but once it is 
developed as a fuel the 
potential is almost limitless.

Seedless cucumber market 


Greenhouse cucumbers 
are one of Ontario's first 
spring crops, and they're 
available now! Long, seed- 
less cucumbers grow exclu- 
sively in Ontario green- 
houses, say marketing spec- 
ialists at the Ontario Minis- 
try of Agriculture and Food. 
Their season extends from 
spring right through to 
autumn. 

Leamington is the pro- 


duction centre for Ontariq 
cucumbers, \ 


greenhouse 
provinding 75 per cent of 
the crop. The cucumbers 
are also grown in the 
Niagara Peninsula, Brad- 
ford, Hamilton, and Simcoe 
counties. Last year, Ontario 
greenhouses harvested a

“Many Ontario farmers are 
taking a second look at crop 
rotation. This age-old agri 
cultural practice 1s the 
solution to many of the soil 
structure problems caused 
by continuous cropping 
practices 

“Despite the 
corn to Ontario agriculture, 
many farmers have oyerem 
phasized this species in 
their croppipg programs,” 
says Dr. ~ Daynard, 
University of Guelph crop 
scientist. “Some farms have 
been growing nothing but 
corn for 10 to 15 years and 
a number of Ontane ficids 
have been planted to corn 
for an entire generation.” 

After years of reaping the

farmers are now-~ 


yus COTR. 
starting to experience some 
of-the problems associated 
with continuous row crop 
erosion, poor soil structure 
and low yields 

One of the first symptoms 
of poor soil structure is low 
yield. Yields stay the same 
despite better management 
practices, superior hybrids, 
and improved weed control 
and fertility programs. 

“Fighty per cent of our 
corn producers were dis- 
appointed -with their yields 
last year and they can’t 


blame it all on the 
weather, says Dr. Day- 
nard. 


Some farmers may also 
notice it's. becoming harder 
to prepare a seedbed each 
year.

One of the major road- 
blocks against crop rotation 
is the misconception that 
net profits will be reduced if 
non-row crops are grown. 
Dr. Daynard says that this is 
a false way of looking at the 
situation. 

“The way to make a 
proper economic analysis is 
to look at the net benefit of 
the entire crop sequence,” 
says Dr. Daynard. “‘It is 
conceivable that by planting 
corn after a forage crop you 
may obtain more than 
double the net profit. 
Instead of netting a $50 per 
acre profit, as with con 
tinuous corn, you should 


realize more than $100 per ~ 


acre from corn after for- 
ages, because of higher 
yields, fewer pest problems, 
and reduced nitrogen re-

Ads enter the fray. 


Antagonism by the forest 
industry to the establish 
ment of wilderness parks is 
hardly new in Ontario, but 
industry’ S$ most recent tac 
tic, the use of paid 
“advocacy’' advertising to 
present their case. is. In 
response {to a proposed 
Whitewater Lake wilder- 
ness park near Armstrong. 
GreatLakes Forest Products 
this winter ran a series of 
four newspaper ads in 
northern papers. The ads 
are large, glossy, and more 
than a little slippery. but 


their central message 1s 
clear. 

‘Some of our canoe 
enthusiasts want to take 


over huge areas for single 
purpose use, says Great 
Lakes. ‘Withholding land 
from productive use is a cost 
we all must bear directly or 
indirectly’. ‘‘To leave a 
forest area unmanaged can 
be self-defeating in the long 
term'’. The answer, in the 
minds of the forest industry. 
is multiple use - ‘a time for 
harvesting, a time for 
regeneration, and a time for 
recreation’. 

Unfortunately, the forest 
industry seems to have no 
time for conservation, and 
precious little for regenera- 
tion. The key idea behind 
wilderness is to set aside a 
few areas untouched by 
man to act as Sanctuaries 
and as natural benchmarks 
for scientific study when all

Water levels questioned | 


Belmont Lake had its 
usual amount of high water 
this spring, as Bob Watson 
wrote to inform you. As 
flood waters dried up, 
Belmont began to recede 
and was just nicely getting 
down’ off the lawns and 
docks but not nearly down 
to summer level when last 
week they took logs out of 
Round and Cordova Lakes 
and now Belmont has come 
back up one and a half feet 
in the past week. 

With two rivers emptying 
into Belmont and only one 


else has been harvested. 
The boreal forest ecosystem 
has taken 12,000 years to 
develop, and we are far 
from understanding all its 
workings. Is it prudent to 
wipe out this heritage 
entirely in a few decades? 

Is it not also a trifle 
arrogant to suggest that an 
unmanaged forest is ‘‘self- 
defeating''? Are the forests 
of northern Ontario, de- 
veloped through the millen- 
nia, really on the verge of 
collapse, just waiting for 
Great, Lakes to rescue their 
vitality by clear-cutung? 
Given the record of Ontar 
io's forest managers, who 
leave over 150,000 addition 
al acres without 
regeneration each year, the 
hazards of management 
appear substantially greater 
than the hazards of un 
tamed nature. : 

By portraying wilderness 
as simply an elitist recrea- 
tion cause, and by blaming 
the shortage in industrial 
supply on parks 
instead of forest 
management, Great Lakes 
has missed the point. 
Sooner or later, we will be 
forced to stop Squandering 
our northern forests and 
manage them responsibly. 
In my view, we should face 
that reality now, while we 
still have the opportunity to 
reserve a few wilderness 
areas for posterity in their 
natural state.

Rapeseed breakthrough near 


Canada is a world leader 
in breeding the highest 
quality rapeseed, and now 
University of Guelph breed 
ers are on the verge of a 
breakthrough that could 
mean even higher, yields 
and higher quality. 

Rapeseed is primarily a 
Western Ganadian crop, but 
it is moving into Ontario. In 
the past two years, the crop 
doubled from 1,000 to 
nearly 2,000 hectares (2,500 
to 5.000 acres) in Ontario 
and its future looks promis: 
ing. 

“The major problem in 
growing rapeseed in Ontar- 
io is trying to control weeds 
that are closely related to 
rapeseed such as wild 
mustard and stinkweed,”’ 
says Professor Wally Be- 
versdorf, University of 
Guelph crop scientist. 
“There are no herbicides 
registered for controlling 
major weeds in the rape- 
seed crop.” ,; 

At the University of 
Guelph researchers are 
breeding genetic resistance 
to triazine herbicides taken 
from a Quebec weed and 
incorporating it into current 
rapeseed varieties. Genetic 
resistance to triazine herbi- 
cides would allow farmers to 
use these herbicides to 
control weeds in the crop. 

“We're at the stage now 
where it won't be long 
before farmers are able to 
use very low cost and very 
safe herbicides to control 


major weeds in rapeseed,” 


says Professor Beversdorf, 

Wild mustard is the 
single biggest problem in 
producing rapeseed in On- 
tario. Because wild mustard 
seed is almost exactly the 
same size as rapeseed, 
mechanical separation of 
the two is impossible. The 
percentage of wild mustard 
in the rapeseed decreases 
the quality of both the oil 
and the high protein meal. 

Preliminary tests of the 
new triazine pesistant 
strains last year were 
encouraging. The seed of 
three varieties is being 
increased in New Zealand 
this winter. Regional tests 
are being conducted this 
summer in several locations 
across potential rapeseed 
areas in Ontario. Research- 
ers, funded by the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food, plan to evaluate 
several triazine herbicides 
to determine which ones 
provide best control at the 
lowest cost. 

“We're very confident 
that we can get absolute 
weed control,"’ says Profes- 
sor Beversdorf. “‘Our con- 
cern is how well the 
varieties will perform.” 

One of the triazine 
varieties is) being tested 
across the Prairies and 
Ontario with the hopes that 
it will be licensed in two or 
three years. The other two 
varieties will be licensed the 
following year, he says. 

Spring rapeseed is best 
adapted to areas with less 


re 
> 


than 2,600 heat units. 
Planted as soon as possible 
in the spring, this crop can 
be harvested as early as late 
July or early August in 
some areas, making it an 
ideal rotation crop for 
winter wheat. Suitable 
growing areas include north 
Wellington, Waterloo, 
Perth and Simcoe, along 
with Bruce and Grey coun- 
ties. It also grows well aléng 
the east side of Georgian 
Bay, and from Toronto to 
Ottawa, slightly back from 
Lake Ontario. 

Canada's rapeseed is 
recognized worldwide as 
being low in glucosinolates 
and erucic acid. To distin- 
guish the Canadian product 
from other rapeseed on 
world markets, the name 
canola was ‘adopted last 
year.

Metric is Here 

For the past two or three 
years, farmers have been 
urged to “think metric’’. 
That slogan will become a 
reality this spring for most 
farmers when they buy 
spray material if it has not 
already. Most materials will 
be sold in metric units, 
unfortunately there will also 
be some stock still in 
imperial measures to con- 
fuse the issue further. 

For most of us, there will 
be a temptation to try to 
retain the imperial system 
and convert metric sizes 
back. This will only’ confuse 
the issue. The quicker we 
make the complete conver- 
sion, the simpler it will be. 
terms we will be 
hearing are hectares - not a 
new term for most of us as 
fertilizer recommendations, 
etc., have been made in 
hectares for the last year or 
two. Nevertheless, most 
farmers will still think in 
terms of acres when they 
look at their fields, and 


Summer hunters 
need new tag 


The ‘Resident's Licence 
to Hunt from March 1 to 
August 31°’ has been 
discontinued. Sometimes 
referred to as the ‘‘Ground- 
hog Licence’, this licence 
was required to hunt certain 
small game species in the 
Southern Region of Ontario 
during the spring and 
summer months. The "Re- 
sident's Summer Small 
Game Tag’ has replaced 
the discontinued licence. 

A 1980/81 Licence to 
Hunt Small Game which 
expired March 31, 1981, can 
be validated to cover the 
period April 1 to August $1, 
1981, /by affixing a Resi- 
dent's Summer Small Game 
Tag to the licence. This 
validation authorizes the 
licence holder to hunt in the 
Southern Region during the 
open season within that 
April to August period. 
There is a five dollar fee for 
the Resident's Summer 
Small Gaine Tag. 

A hunter not possessing @ 
1980/81 Licence to Hunt 
Small Game, must obtain 


one prior to purchasing a 
Resident's Summer Small 
Game Tag. A Resident's 
Summer Small Game Tag 
may be issued to reSidents 
of Ontario only. 

Another change in, the 
licence regulations for 1981, 
was the moving of | the 
Southern Region boundary 
to a more northerly position. 
The enlarged Southern Re- 
gion includes that part of 
Ontario south of the grey 
line shown on the Small 
Game Seasons map of the 
1980-81 Summary of Hunt- 
ing Regulations. In the 
Lindsay area the entire 
counties of Victoria, Peter- 
borough, Northumberland, 
Haliburton, Hastings, Sim- 
coe and the Regional 
Municipality of Durham are 
included in the new Sou- 
thern Region.

tion. It is a high quality 
bean that would not be 
mixed with other cultivars, 
giving the crusher a uniform 
ruin. Secondly, yields in 
Eastern Ontario have been 
consistently excellent (30 - 
40 bushels) putting us in a 
very competitive position 
with the principal soybean 
growing areas. Cost studies 
continually rank soybeans 
as a preferred crop for the 
east. 

Quality can be the biggest 
problem, particularly when 
the hobby farmer gets into 
the act. Part-time farmers 
actually have to be better 
managers than their full- 
time counterparts to pro- 
duce the same _ product. 
Their limitation is available 
time at_the right time for 
field operations. Unless 


done right, the part-timers 


might better-grow some low 
value crop such as oats. 

Weed control can be the 
first setback. Fields must be 
clean but also ‘free of 
atrazine residue. Most of 
the chemicals are applied 
preplant incorporated or 
pre-emergent, so you must 
know in advance what 
weeds to expect in order to 
make a decision. Two 
chemicals are available af- 
ter the crop emerges. Their 
cost is greater so they 
should be regarded as back 
up emergency use only. 

When growing beans the 
first year, use a granular 
inoculant. Seeded with a 
grain drill the granular 
inoculant works well in the 
forage seed box with drop 
pipes over to the furrow 
opening for the seed. For 
the next year or two, use 
peat inoculant. 

Narrow rows will general- 
ly give 2 - $ extra bushels 
per acre is provided weed 
control is excellent.

ham time 


Easter dinner brings to 
mind thoughts of tender, 
succulent Ontario ham. To 
help make your special 
dinner a success, marketing 
specialists at the Ontario 
Ministry of Agricultureand 
Food offer these suggest- 
ions for buying Ontario 
ham. 

Check the label to be sure 
the meat is from the hind 
leg of a pig. There are 
several different cuts of 
ham available from the butt 
or shank portions of the leg. 
You can purchase it as 
whole, part or quarter 
portions, and even steaks. 
Choose from bone-in, par- 
tially skinned or skinless, 
and may be partially or fully 
cooked. It may be rolled, 
shaped, formed or canned. 

For boneless hams, allow 
125 to 150 g (% to % Ib.) 
per serving, and for bone-in 
hams allow 150 to 200 g (% 
to & Ib.) Bone-in hams 
range in weight from 8 to 22 
Ib. A heavier ham yields 
more meat in proportion to 
bone, so it may be a better 
buy. Remember to boil the 
bone to make hearty soup 
stock. 

On the label, look for the 

‘*Best Before’’ date as well 
as cooking and heating 
instructions. Keep ham 
refrigerated until cooking 
time. Note that some 
canned hams require refrig- 
eration while others do not. 
And be sure to Consider the 
brand name when buying 
ham, as each has its own 
characteristic flavor. 
Cook ham to an internal 
temperature of 70 degrees 
C (160 degrees F). Fully 
cooked hams may be heated 
to an internal temperature 
of 60 degrees C (140 
degrees. F). All canned 
hams are fully cooked. 

Glazing the Easter ham is 
an added touch that family 
and guests are sure to 
appreciate. To do this, 
remove the ham from the 
oven a half hour before 
cooking is complete. Bie- 
move the rind and score the 
fat in a diamond pattern. , 
Glaze with honey, maple 
syrup, melted jelly or fruit 
juice. Decorate with canned 
fruit if desired. Return the 
ham to the oven and 
continug cooking.

Agriculture and Food would 
like to answer some com- 
mon questions about ham. 
According to federal gov- 
ernment regulations, 
term “‘ham”’ applies only to 
meat from the hind leg of a 
pig. In both the live hog and 
in the carcass or cut form, 
the hind leg is widely known 
as ham. However, in the 


the 


fresh state, the hind leg 
may be referred to as a leg 
of pork. 

Some confusion may 4- 
rise, however, when all 
cured pork products are 
defined as ham. Even 
though cuts such as smoked 
picnic or cottage roll taste 
like ham, they ¢annot be 
called ham because they 
come from the front of the

the type and style. Ham 
type indicates the kind of 
cooking-curing process 
used, while ham style refers 
to the amount of skinning. 
defatting and boning. Ham 
may originate from the butt 
or shank portion of the leg. 
It is available ‘as whole, 
half or quarter portions, and 
as steaks. Ham can be 
purchased as bone-in, parti: 
ally boned or boneless. It 
may be rolled, shaped, 
formed or canned. 

The label will also indi- 
cate if the ham is uncooked, 
partially cooked or fully 
cookéd. It should include 
cooking instructions where 
necessary. While some 
smoked hams may be 
cooked, others won't be. 
Cooking is a separate 
process from smoking.

Plan set for park 


A Forest Management 
Plan for Algonquin Provin- 
cial Park, has been approv- 
ed, Ontario natural resour- 
ces minister James Auld 
announced. This plan, pre- 
pared by the Algonquin 
Forestry Authority, outlines 
the forest management 
practices and operational 
details for implementation 
of the policies outlined in 
the 1974 Master Plan for 
Algonquin Park. 

The two major admend- 
ments to the proposed plan 
are that the crossings on the 
Crow and Nipissing Rivers 
wall not proceed, and the 
authority is to further 
pursue the feasibility of 
locating product-sorting and 
distribution yards outside 


the park. 
In addition, Mr. Auld 
said, the Provincial Park 


Council's recommendation 
for expansion of the wilder- 
ness zone in the park over 
that approved in the 1974 
Master Plan for the Park, 
cannot be adopted. The 
recommendation for expan- 
sion was made in connection 
with the first five-year 
review of the master plan. 

“We have examined the 
feasibility of reducing the 
utilization zone from which 
timber may be harvested to 
increase the “wilderness 
zone, but this is not possible 
without reducing the cur- 
rent quality and supply of 
timber products to sustain 
dependent industries at 
present levels’’, the minis- 
ter said. 

“The Algonquin Forest 
Authority is already faced 
with a shortfall of primary 
wood products from the 
interim allocation of 1975 
with the present land 
base’, Mr. Auld said. 
‘‘Because alternate sources 
of wood supply do not exist, 
I have concluded that an 
expansion of the wilderness 
zone is not possible.” 

The minister said he has 
communicated his decision

Farmhouse lab serving Quinte

It used to be that a small 
town community had to rely 
on the neighboring big 
cities to supply many 
essential goods and services 
but, in the last few years, 
that trend seems to be 
reversing and it now seems 
you can get virtually any 
service within the communi- 
ty if-you are only aware of it. 
George and Maggie Cars- 
callen own and operate 
Quinte Industrial Labora: 
tories Ltd. from their house 
og the four corners of 
Cooper and have been doing 
so for the past two years. 

The thinking behind this 
new venture seems to stem 
from the fact that overhead 
is much lower in a small 
community and that is the 
reason George Carscallen 
gave The Review for start- 
ing his own laboratory in 
Cooper. ‘‘Financially, this 
was really the only place we 
could start. Ideally, we 
would have had a new 
structure with the proper 
facilities for chemical analy- 
sis, but, because we began 
without the opportunity to 
build our clientele and 
because we started basically 
on a gut feeling, we've 
designed ur lab around safe 
op€ration within an old farm 
house."' 

George Carscallen is a 
microbiologist (a term he 
says technically means a 
‘little biologist’’) who gra- 
duated from Waterloo Uni- 
versity, received his early 
training from the Health 
and Protection branch of the 
federal government and 
Mead Johnson and who has 
dreamed for some time of 
having his own lab. 

Because he worked with 
Mead Johnson and the 
federal government, George 
could not establish his 
clientele before he started 
his own laboratory. ‘‘I 
decided to try it on a gut 
feeling that there, would be 
enough business to keep us 


busy and we originally 
planned to do the testing for 
the local cheese industry. 
That particular part hasn't 
completely worked out but 
we've still managed to keep 
busy over the past two 
years. Besides two cheese 
factories, one small and one 
very large. we do work for 
about twenty different com- 
panies on a daily, weekly, 
monthly and quarterly basis 
and we haven't touched the 
Toronto market yet.” 
George describes his work- 
ing area as_ including 
Trenton and Kingston and 
south from Cooper into 
Prince Edward County. 
"We do a lot of straight 
consulting as well as test- 
ing.” 

The work itself George 
describes as being a lot like 
detective work. ‘‘My work 
with Mead Johnson and the 
Health and Protection 
branch of the federal 
government was ideal pre- 
paration for having my own 
lab but most of my 
experience came from Mead 
Johnson, who were just an 
excellent company to work 
with." 

There are inherited pro 
blems with having a lab in a 
small community, with esta 
blishing a clientele probably 
at the.top of the list. ““We 
expected it to take us a little 
longer to establish a busi- 
ness here but we don’t have 
the overhead we might have 
had in a larger center and 
the distance hasn't really 
been a major problem 
thanks to courier service, 
although the long-distance 
phone calls do mount up. 
Having the lab in an old 
frame house means we can't 
do all of the testing we 
would like due to safety 
considerations but basically 
everything has worked out 
well. I had been collecting 
much of the equipment I 
needed for my lab over a 
period of years whenever I 
saw a good buy and, while 
some of my equipment 
might be considered old, it 
is very good, reliable 
equipment that is certainly 
adequate to do the job." 

Being a small, private lab 
has its drawbacks, but 
George doesn't feel that 
necessarily means poorer 
results; on the contrary, 
George feels his lab gives a 
very up-to-date brand of 
service thanks to his pre 
vious experience. “We've 
developed our own micro- 
biology program that is a 
little bit different but very 
effective, whereas only the 
more modern companies are 
employing a similar method 
with great results." 

To explain his microbi- 
ology program, George 
used frozen vegetables as 
an example. “Under the old 
bacteria programs, one 
quarter of a million per 
gram of bacteria was 
considered acceptable. Due 


‘to modern methods of 


testing and production, that 
figure would now be out of 
date. A company should be 
able to do better than that.”’ 

George breaks his pro- 


gram down into three 
levels. The base line is 
simply a basic bacteria 
count established over a 
period of time. Next, he 
establishes an action level 
where work will begin to 
control an ever increasing 
bacteria level. This level is 
designed to prevent bac 
teria from reaching a level 
that could exceed the 
guidelines laid down by the 
company resulting in pro- 
duct loss, product recall and 
bad publicity for the com- 
pany. ‘Really. we're talk- 
ing about quality control 
well before the bacteria 
level reaches dangerous 
proportions.’’ The third 
level would be the actual 
bacteria guidelines laid 
down by the company. a 
level his program is de 
signed to prevent ever 
actually reaching 

Using this program, 
George would go to a 
company and test every 
thing involved in the pro 
duct production for bacteria 
levels. If he saw something 
unusual, he would report it 
to the company and, if that 
problem came from some 
thing within the plant, he 
would make recommenda 
tions on how to rectify the 
problem. Sometimes. the 
problem thay come from a 
lack of care being used in an 
ingredient being bought 
somewhere: else from a 
supplier, in which case he 
would pinpoint the problem 
and notify the. people 
involved For the local 
cheese industries, George 
feels his program would 
produce better over all qua 
lity by establishing an 
action line well below the 
actualy guidelines. “This 
would create better grades 
of cheese, as far as taste 
and odor were concerned 
Many companies don't use 
this program yet because tt 
is a preventive program that 
is costly. They don't seem to 
realize what could happen if 
they actually ever did reach 
or exceed their guidelines 
and were forced out of 
production until the pra 
blem was rectified.” > 

George is also working on 
another project right now 
that he first came in contact 
with when he was taking 
biology in school. He 
remembers dissecting small 
animals that were preserved 
in formaldehyde but that 
had a bad odor and were 
poorly preserved as far as 
colour. He is now working ° 
on a preservative that would 
not smell as bad and that 
would preserve the natural 
colour of the subject. 
Originally, he was looking 
for a product that would 
eliminate the use of for- 
maldehyde but, as his 
testing continues, it looks 
like at least a small amount 
of formaldehyde must? be 
retained in the solution. He 
hopes to get the formalde- 
hyde content down to about 
ene one-hundredth of the 
normal amount and_ still 
retain colour and preserva- 
tive quality: with no irrita- 
ting smell.

Metric cooking is diffi- 
cult, right? 

Wrong! It's surprisingly 
easy. You don't have to 
convert. recipes; you 
shouldn't even try. Just arm 
yourself with a few metric 
measures and go ahead. 
The measurements are 
slightly different, but the 
method is exactly the same. 

Don’t discard old, treas- 
ured recipes or your familiar 
measuring cups and table- 
spoons, say food and 
wutrition specialists with the 
Yntario Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Food. Keep your 


_ avourites and just add the 


netrics. 

You'll need three kinds of 
neasuring utensils. Metric 
spoons come ih a set of 1, 2, 
5, 15, and 25 millilitres (ml). 
The dry measures are 50, 
125, and 250 mil. If your old 
glass measuring cups are 
marked. with millilitres as 
well as fluid ounces you 
already have the metric 
liquid measure. The over-all 
cost of metric utensils is 
about five dollars. Insist on 
those with the Metric 
Commission Canada’s styl- 
ized maple leaf and ‘‘M"’ 
symbol. It is yout/assurance 
of accurate equipment. 

An oven temperature 
chart will tell you at a glance 
what the degrees Celsius 
would be in Fahrenheit. 
These charts are available 
free from many sources, 
including\ Metric Commis- 
Ottawa. 

If you are confronted with 
metric weights in a grocery 
store, remember 500 grams 
is a hit more than a pound 
and a kilogram is 2.2 

Mastering metric cooking 
is very easy. Don't try to 
convert or substitute. Keep

It’s obvious to the doctor 
that hordes of Ottawa 
bureaucrats have spent a lot 
of time, effort and taxpayer 
dollars to ensure the report 
will receive the broadest 
distribution possible. 

Which is probably rea- 
sonable, considering that 
preventive medicine and its 
effect on overall health costs 
is becoming an important 
issue in Canada.

A warm southerly breeze 
licks at the last few patches 
of snow. Spring is busting 
out all over! A wetland 
excursion to the Bruce 
Peninsula turned up all 
sorts” of old\ friends 
woodcock on their dancing 
grounds, snipe and a 
thoughtful muskrat in a 
greening marsh, and turkey 
vultures and tree swallows 
wheeling overhead. 

The birds are early this 
year, and so are the 
wildflowers. Joe Johnson, 
whose knowledge of the 
natural history of the Bruce 
is a little short of encyclo. 
pedic, reports that for the 
first time hepaticas bloomed 
in the month of March this 
year. Traditionally among 
the first of spring bloomers. 
the pastel white, pink or 
blue flowers of the hepatica 
poke through the floor of the 
hardwood forest long before 
its three-lobed leaves ap- 
pear. 

Soon to follow will be a 
cascade of spring flowers. 
The golden profusion of 
marsh marigolds along cool 


streambanks; the showy 
trilliums in white or red; the 
graceful trout lilies and 


pink-striped spring beau- 
ties; the white bloom of 
bloodroot peeking shyly 
above its clasping leaf. Each 
of the wildflowers has its 
own specialized habitat and 


its own special appeal. For 


cach, we make the same 
gentle plea enjoy, but 
please don't destroy. 

Most of us are aware that 
picking a spring flower- 
usually means the end of 
that plant, Some wild 
plants, such as the trout lily, 
take up to seven years 


before blooming. Others, 
such as the trillium cannot 
restore their food supply if 
the leaves are picked. In any 
case, when you remove the 
flower, you remove the 
source of seeds for future 
generations. A spring bou- 
quet if you must, but limit 
yourself to only a few 
flowers from a large clump. 
and leave the roots undis- 
turbed. Better still, fashion 
your bouquet from common 
species such as buttercup, 
daisies, or dandelions 


where little damage will 
result. 

Wildflower transplanting 
is a difficult art, and is 
seldom successful unless 
you are an expert. Be 
careful too when photo- 
graphing wildflowers, 50 
that you don't trample and 
destroy surrounding plants. 
By walking softly, both 
literally and figuratively, 
you can assure that the joy 
of spring flowers will 
remain for the next wood- 
land visitor as well. 


Farmers seek 
loan plan 


“‘Economic pressures on 
Ontario farmers are forcing 
many of them to find a 
different way to cam 2 
living’’, Ontario Federation 
of Agriculture President 
Ralph Barrie said, ‘‘and not 
just a handful of people are 
affected’’ 

This was evident, when 
over 500-concerned farmers 
crowded into the Chesley 
Community Centre to meet 
with OFA executive mem- 
bers. They went to discuss 
possible solutions to the 
pressures that are forcing 
many of them out of 
business. 

The OFA executive pre- 
sented the farmers will 
several possible courses of 
action the 25,000 member 

lobby group could take. 
After voicing their opinions 
and concerns, the farmers 
gave almost unanimous 


support to a six-point 
program. 

Top priority was given to 
some form of low-cost, 


long-term financing, as well 
as a replacement for last 
-year's provincial interest 
rate subsidy program. The 
farmers want the provincial 
plan to cover loans from 


- both banks and farm sup- 


pliers up.to a maximum of 
$150,000. 

The new provincial pro- 
gram would be based on a 
graduated scale. Farmers 
who owned less than half of 
their farm would receive 100 
per cent of everything the 
banks charged over i2 per 
cent. Farmers with 90 to 100 
per cent equity would be 
subsidized at the rate of 20 
per cent on everything 
charged over 12 per cent. 
Payments would be made 


quarterly. 
The farmers ,also called 
for an indeper 


programs would save many 
hard-pressed farmers. 

These proposals will be 
presented to the OFA Board 
of Directors’ meeting on 
April 22 for ratification, he 
said. ‘‘Then the hard part 
begins --- we'll begin to 
work for government ac- 
tion.’ 


Getting The Hang Of It

greatly enhance the beauty 
of rooms, windows, porches 
and patio areas.

All this can be achieved 
by using a perlite- peat moss 
soil mix, The ideal mix con- 
tains equal parts of hortic 
tural perlite and peat/ mpss. 
Fertilizer should be (used to 
assure lush growth, —~ 

Perlite facilitates soil aera- 
tion and drainage so that 
soil will not become soggy, 
yet the mix will retain mois- 
ture for optimum growth. 
Sterile, white perlite, peat 
moss and fertilizer are read-

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Deaf can ‘read’ phone 


A made-in-Ontario device 
‘by which the deaf can 
‘tread’ phone calls appears 
headed for world-wide us- 
age. 
The system, called See- 
Tone, allows deaf people to 
communicate with the com- 


munity at large, ensures © 


confidentiality and is simple 
to operate. 

It was developed by 
James Doyle, an engineer 
with the department of 
psychiatry, University of 
Toronto, who specializes in 
building one-of-a-kind de- 
vices for the physically 
handicapped, and Willem 
Lancee, a consultant in 
computer mathematics. 

The electronic device 
recognizes tones generated 
by touch-tone telephones. It 
transforms these tones, or 
sequential combinations of 
them, into visual displays of 
letters, numbers and other 
symbols. 

Anton Hart, vice-presi- 
dent of marketing for the 
Utban Transportation Deve- 
lopment Corporation Ltd., 
along with Mr. Doyle, Mr. 
Lancee, Dr. Willem Wasse- 
naar, a senior executive in 
the pharmaceutical industry 
and 5§.L. Wassenaar, a 
lawyer, formed Millwood- 
LeMay Inc. of Willowdale to 
support development manu- 
facturing and marketing of 
the concept. 

The company had eight 


See-Tone units built in 
1977. In tests for efficiency 
and usefulness, a high 
degree of acceptance was 
reported from users aged 19 
and over. 

Recently the firm ob- 
tained Ontario Ministry of 
Industry and Tourism sup- 
port through the Product 
Development Management 
Program (PDMP), enabling 
further studies to determine 
how the product should be 
distributed and serviced. 

These studies are expect- 
ed to be completed by the 
summer of 1981 - ‘‘but we 
believe that the potential in 
domestic and export sales 
may be large,’" says Mr.

Pension cheques 


may be short 


There are some 23,000 
Old Age Security pension- 
ers in Ontario who may find 
their monthly cheques con- 
siderably smaller in April 
despite an increase in the 
basic OAS pension. 

W.A. Wright, Assistant 
Director General of Health 
and Welfare Canada’s In- 
come Security Programs 
says that is how many 
recipients of the pension 
have failed to reapply for 
the Guaranteed Income 
/Supplement. 

‘‘We issued reapplication 
forms to all recipients of the 
supplement,’> Mr. Wright 
said. ‘‘Of the 382,814 
issued, just over 360,000 
have reapplied.” 

According to Mr. Wright, 
because the reapplication 
deadline of March 31 is now 
past, it is unlikely that it will 


be possible to process those 
reapplications arriving now 
in time for the April 
payment period. 

Consequently, all recipi- 
ents of the GIS who have not 
‘reapplied, will get only their 
basic OAS payment which 
will be $208.20, Mr. Wright 
said. 


All applications received 
now will be ‘‘put into pay” 
as quickly as possible so 
that pensioners will suffer a 
minimum of inconvience in 
interruption of payments, 
according to Mr. Wright. 
Approved benefits will be 
paid retroactively where 
necessary. 

Persons requiring assis- 
tance with filling out the 
forms should get in touch 
with their nearest ‘Income 
Security office.

far as salt, sugar, and starch 
are concerned. In this 
country they are classified 
as ingredients rather than 
additives, especially since 
they are sold separately as 
food products. 

Vitamins, minerals, ami- 
no acids, spices, seasonings 
and flavorings are also not 
in the additive category in 
Canada’. They're covered 
separately in her sec- 
tion of the Food and Drug 
Regulations. 

Are Food Additives Safe? 

When a manufacturer 
wants to use an additive he 
carries out complex and 
detailed tests to prove the 
chemical is justified and will 
be safe for humans at the 
level recommended, even if 
it is eaten for a lifetime. 
Scientists from the Health 
Protection Branch, Health 
and Welfare Canada, care- 
fully examine all test 
results. Even after it is 
given their stamp of appro- 
val, scientific scrutiny does 
not stop. All additives 
allowed in Canada are 
continually reviewed. If a 
question concerning its 
safety for human consump: 


tion arises, the situation ‘is 


~ totally re-examined. 


Are Food Additives Really 
Necessary? 

We expect, even demand, 
a certain quality in the food 
we buy. We insist that 
bread feels fresh, cheese is 
free of mould, bacon is safe 
to eat, crackers are not 
rancid and marshmallows 
are soft. Unless we are 


‘willing to forego the super- 


market concept and produce 
all these at home or shop 
every day in many small 
stores, yes, we do need food 
additives. 

Obviously, additives help 
in many ways. They can 
increase and add more 
variety to the food supply by 
keeping products fresh 
longer, reducing spoilage 
and waste. They are impor- 
tant in the manufacture of 
food analogues (products 
that are similar to and can 
replace certain conventional 
foods, like textured vege- 
table protein used as a 
substitute for bacon). If they 
did not exist we would not 
have many of the foods we 
now take for granted and 
others would cost a great 
deal more. 


Additives act as preserva- 
tives by extending the shelf 
life of food. The controver- 
sial use’ of nitrites and 
nitrates in preserved meats 
such .as ham, bacon, cold 
cuts, and in some cheeses, 
is an example. There is a 
chance that nitritiés€an be 
converted to nitrosamines, 4 
chemical that has been 
connected with cancer in 
laboratory animals. The 
problem is, at this stage of 
our technology, nitrites are 
the only known substance 
that will control botulism in 
cured meats. It is necessary 
to balance the importance of 
the nitrite in preventing 
botulism, against the theo- 
retical chance of developing 
cancer directly from it or 
from the nitrosamines. The 
other alternative is to 
completely avoid these pro- 
ducts.

- a firming agent to retain 
the normal texture of a 
product, such as canned 
tomatoes, which ‘could be 
changed by processing; 

3) They help achieve 
successful processing by 
providing agents which:

‘‘caking"’ or getting lumpy; 

- prevent foods such as 
marshmallows and 
shredded coconut from dry- 
ing out too quickly;

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Crop insurance can avoid disaster * | 


by L.L. Davies, Crop Insur- 
ance Commission of Ontario 

Cost-conscious Ontario 
farmers are turning more 
and more to Ontario's 
government-sponsored crop 
insurance program. Since 
its inception in 1966, the 
enrolment of insureds has 
soared from 700 in the first 
season, to more than 18,000 
in 1980. Participants in the 
Crop Insurance Plan during 
1980 insured 28,000 crops, 
with a total’ liability of 
$390,000,000. Crop Insur- 
ance is looking forward to 
another year of substantial 
growth, since Ontario farm- 
ers are faced with escalating 
production costs and ex- 
tremely high interest rates. 
These factors making farm- 
ing a very risky business 
requiring large outlays of 
cash to grow a crop, with 
the possibility of minimal 
returns if the weather does 
not co-operate or the mar- 
kets turn sour. 

Farmers can forward con- 
tract, hedge. or participate 
in Ontario's stabilization 


program to guarantee a 
good return from the 
market-place, but they can- 
not control the weather, 
disease or insect infesta- 
tions. Howéver, a farmer 
can purchase crop insurance 
to protect himself against 
these perils. The Crop 
Insurance Commission of 
Ontario covers losses result: 
ing from any of the 
following: drought, hail, 
wind, frost, excessive rain, 
as well as insect infestation 
and disease. In essence, the 
Ontario Crop Insurance 
Plan is a multi-peril plan 
which is available to farm- 
ers at approximately one- 
third of the true cost. The 
cost is reduced to partici- 
pants since the federal 
government pays 50 percent 
of the premium. and the 
provincial government pays 
all of the administrative 
costs. a 


Crop insurance gives a» 


farmer a production guaran~ 
tee for his crop and also 
covers him if he has to 
re-seed.

Research in the past two 
yearsindicates that one of 
the major pfoblems facing 
the crop is/white mold.

“If the trend this year is 
similar to 1979,.we see 
severe limitations. But if the 
1980s trend continues, there 
is considerable potential for

Egg yolks are a valuable 
addition to many dishes, 
say the marketing special- 
ists at the Ontario Ministry 
of Agriculture and- Féod. 

Fresh Ontario eggs are 
available in constant sup- 
ply. Once the egg is cracked 
open, both the yolk and the 
white should be -used 
immediately. However, 
when this is impossible, egg 
yolks may be stored in a 
refrigerator for two to three 
days. Place the yolks in a 
tightly covered container, 
cover with water and 
refrigerate, 

Egg yolks may also be 
frozen for up to four 
months. To maintain quality 
during freezing, mix them 
with either salf or sugar. 
Add \% tsp. of salt to every 
one half cup egg yolks (6 or 
7) to be used in savory 
dishes. Add | tsp. sugar to 
every one half cup egg yolks 
(6 to 7) to be used in sweet 
dishes. Be sure to mark on 


the container the date, the 
quantity of yolks, and 
whether salt or sugar was 


* added. Thaw in.the refriger- 


ator and warm to room 
temperature before using.

colorful garnishes for soups,

Extra egg yolks can be 
included whén mixing pas- 
try, scones, batters, cream 
sauces, soups and scram- 
bled eggs.

One of the major costs 
facing farmers this spring 
as they prepare for the 1981 
crop will be fertilizer. Crop 
cost studies indicate ferti- 
lizer costs as high as $45. 
per acre for corn and $25. to 
$30. per acre for cereal 
grains. For many livestock 
farmers these costs could be 
reduced considerably with 
the use of barnyard manure. 
Most farmers however re- 
gard barnyard manure as a 
waste product and despite 
the fact that there is enough 
manure produced on live 
stock farms in this area to 
cover at least 60 per cent of

Time to 
check out 


tractors 


Many farmers are anx- 
jous to get out to work on 
the land and in their haste 
neglect tractor safety and 
machinery maintenance. 

“Tractor rollovers and 
tractor-related accidents ac- 
count for more than one half 
of all accidental farm 
deaths,"’ says Larry Swinn, 
public relations co-ordinator 
of the Farm Safety Associa- 
tion of Ontario. ‘‘Many of 
these accidents occur in 
early spring.” 

‘*Too many farmers try to 
beat the gun by getting, the 
tractor out on the land 
before the soil is dry,’’ he 
says. ‘‘The end result is that 
they lose time pulling the 
tractor out of the mire.”’ 

Attempts to pull the 
tractor out of the mud can 
also énd in injuries and 
fatalities. With enough pull, 
an improperaly hitched trac- 
tor can flip in less than two 
seconds. 

‘There's. only one way to 
hitch a tractor and that’s 
from the drawbar,’” warns 
Mr. Swinn. 

In the spring rush, many 
farmers also neglect routine 
machinery maintenance. 
Failure to keep machinery 
in good repair can cause 
costly downtime during 
peak season and can also 
cause personal injury. 

A the past couple of 
yews we've become in- 
creasingly concerned about 
preventive maintenance, ; 
says Mr. Swinn. ‘‘An 
increasing numiber of farm- 
ers are trying to get an extra 
year or two out of their old 
tractors and related equip- 
ment to avoid buying new 
equipment. Older models 
need routine repair work or 
complete overhauls to oper- 
ate safely.” 

Mr. Swinn.urges farmers 
to take the time to repair old 
equipment before the sea- 

nm begins. Order . spare 
parts before they are 
needed because parts for 
older tractors may be 
difficult to find on shor 
notice. Be sure to replace all 
safety shields before using 
the tractor. 

“Safe operation of trac- 


iurs and farm equipment” 


takes time. but not as much 
(time ‘as it takes to recover 
4rom injury or the financial 
loss of downtime during the 
growing season.”

While 
the only way to get a good 
estimate on the value of 
manure is fo take advantage 
of the manure testing 
program. Research has in- 
dicated that 10 tons of cattle 
manure contain on the 
average 100 Ibs. of nitro- 
gen, 50 Ibs. of phosphate 
and 100 Ibs. of potash. At 


today’s fertilizer prices this 


could represent a substan- 
tial saving. However, not all 
of these nutrients are 
available in the first year. 
For cattle manure 50 per 
cent of the nitrogen, 40 per 
cent of the phosphate and 
90 per cent of the potash is 
considered available in the 
year of application with the 
remainder available -for 
succeeding crops. Farmers 
who wish to adjust their 
fertility program for manure 
application should refer to 


the 1981 Field Crop Recom- 
mendations. These recom: 
mendations indicate that a 
20 ton application of barn- 
yard manure applied in the 
spring will supply the 
equivalent of 100 Ibs. of 
available nitrogen, 40 Ibs. of 
phosphate and 180 of 
potash. Manure is a high 
nitrogen product and norm- 
ally should be applied to 
those fields which can make 
best use of nitrogen, such as 
corm.

Lignite possible ~- 
energy source 


By 1995, lignite - some- 
times known as brown coal - 
could supply as much as-one 
percent of Ontario's energy 
needs, the equivalent of 8.4 
million barrels of oil a year. 
What is Lignite? 

Brownish-black in colour, 
lignite has a density and 
heat content about halfway 
between bituminous coal 
and peat. It's been’ a 
common fuel source in 
Europe for several years. 
But lignite’s high water 
content and the abundance 
of better quality bituminous 
and anthracite coals pre- 
vented the same degree of 
use in North America. 

Today, the situation has 
changed. Ever since the 

1978 mid-East oil crisis, 
countries dependent on 
imported oil have been 
actively looking for energy 
alternatives. 

For Ontario, lignite is one 
answer. It is an indigenous 
resource that can lessen our 
dependence on foreign oil, 
the now more expensive 
bituminous coal, and other 
fuels we must purchase 
from outside the province. 
The Onakawana Lignite 
Deposit 

Ontario's lignite deposits 
are at Onakawana, a 10- 
square mile area just south 
of Moosonee, in the James 


industry in Northern Ontar- 
io. 
Lignite could also be an 
important part of the 
Ontario Government's $75- 
million Alternative Trans- 
portation Fuels Program, 
having the potential to be 
converted into millions of 
gallons of methanol or 
synthetic liquid fuel. Auto- 
motive engine manufac- 
turers are . currently 
experimenting with metha- 


nol as a motor fuel 
extender.

Mineral Exploration 

Onakawana Development 
Limited, a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of Manalta Coal 
Ltd., already has a lease to 
develop 190 million mine- 
able tonnes of low-grade 
lignite {averaging about

Since 1975, the Ontario 
Geological Survey has de- 
termined the potential of 
more lignite discoveries as 
well as other mineral 
deposits in the James Bay 
Lowlands.

Soil structure markedly 
affects results from input 
costs.

Compaction of 
soil makes it more difficul 
to prepare an adequate 
seedbed while, at the same 
time, it may increase tillage 


- power and fuel require: 


ments. In the long run, crop 
yields and net profits suffer. 

Three to four decades ago 
the average weight of. a 
tractor probably was around 
three ton. It closely paral- 
leled the weight of the 


three-to-four horse tearm 
that it replaced. Today 
tractor weights of 20, $0 and 
40 tons are not uncommon. 
The harvest implements can 
carry several tons of grain in 
addition to their own 
weight. The increasing use 
of wider tires and the use of 
dual and triple tires may 
increase traction, but does it 
eliminate soil compaction? 
When we consider the 
added tractor weight, does 
it not in fact, increase 
compaction?

Visual Symptoms of soil 
compaction: 


In plants: 

- slow plant emergence 
(low. temperature, wet soil, 
cloddy soil); 

stunted plants (slow 
emergence and growth); 
off-coloured leaves ({re- 
flecting stress - nutrient, 
disease, jnsects); 
shallow root systems 
(often limited to plow layer); 
misshapen roots 
(sprangly, lateral growth, 
excess lodging and root 
rots); 

in Soils: 

- soil crusting and cloddy 
seedbed; 

compact layers in 
subsurface areas; 

- ponding water due to 
slower infiltration; 


- accelerated soil erosion; 
increased _ power re- 
quired to till. 


How Do We Minimize 
Compaction Problems? 

A. Don't start seedbed 
tillage when soils are too 
wet. The trend to earlier 
planting is fine but not at 
the expense of spereasing 
soil compaction. 

B. Soil drainage must be 
adequate both on the 
surface as well as below. 
Water acts as a-lubricant in 
soils, hence wet soils tend to 
compact easily. 

C. Avoid excessive til- 
lage. Sure, it might have 
been a long, cold, miserable 
winter, but that is not 
justification for working the 
land just because it makes 
you feel better. ‘ 


D. In 99.9 percent of the 
tillage practices performed, 
stay out of the subsoil. If 
and when any type of 
subsoiling is done, make 
sure that the soil is dry. 
Otherwise, you could be 
doing far more. harm than 


E. Good cropping prac- 
tices help to maintain good 
soil structure (e.g. rotate 
crops, fertilize and lime 
according to soil test, use of 
green manure and cover 
crops, grow grass and 
legume where possible). 

F. Even with dual wheels 
and four-wheel drive units, 
do not take soil moisture for 
granted. Unless properly 
used, they can cause more 
compaction’ than a smaller 
tractor, with or without 
multiple wheels.

Heat pump cuts bills 


A heat pump- greatly 
reduces high heating bills. 

This electrically operated 
device extracts heat from 
outside air in the winter and 
brings it inside; extracts 
heat from inside air in the 
summer. and pumps it 
outside.« NN 

The concept is 
quite simple. 

‘Refrigerators work on a 
similar principle to extract 
warm air from the cooling 
compartment. That's why 
the coils on the back of your 
refrigerator are warm. 

A heat pump circulates a 
coolant, such as freon, 
which is a liquid under high 
pressure, and a vapor under 
low pressure. The coolant 
absorbs heat when it vapor- 
izes. Pressure is applied 
and the heat is released - 
outside the house in sum- 
mer, inside in winter. 

In winter, the warm air is 
circulated by fans. 

But you are probably 


really 


wondering how a pump can 
drag heat out of the frosty 
air. The fact is, there's 
always some heat in the air 
unless it is absolute zero - or 
-278 degrees C. (-459 deg. 
F.). 

- Normal-sized heat pumps 
for homes work best down 
to temperatures of -10 deg. 
C. (14 deg. F.) Below that 
they cannot extract enough 
warmth to heat a home 
efficiently: That's. why a 
homeowner needs a backup 
system such as a conven: 
tional furnace in addition to 
the heat pump. 

Even so, a heat pump 
used in conjunction with a 
supplementary heating sy- 
stem can save up to 40 
percent of Heating costs in 
some cases. Homes heated 
by hot water cannot use 
conventional heat pumps.

Now’s the time 


The inevitable spring 
fever has already struck 
many a motorist’s heart. 
There's nothing like plan- 
ning summer motoring and 
months of outdoor enjoy- 
ment in these last few 
blustery days before the 
grass turns green. 

After months of ice and 
snow, slush and salt, your 
car may need a good spring 
inspection to continue to 
give you good service in the 
warm weather ahead. 

A variety of spring 
tune-up specials will soon 
be sprouting from many 
garages and repair outlets. 
While these service specials 
are usually a good deal, 
motorists must not forget 
that such a tune-up alone is 
not sufficient to prepare a 
car for heavy summer 
driving. After all, many 
motorists will add a few 
thousand miles to their cars 
between now and next fall. 

Service specials offered 
by some repair outlets 
usually focus on one pro- 
blem area only. The tradi- 
tional spring tune-up spe- 
cials, for example, are 
concerned mainly with get- 
ting the engine into \top 
operating condition. 

But if you want to purge 
the winter sluggishness out 
of your car, you cannot 
neglect other areas such as 
the cooling system, the 
brakes, steering, tires, and 
so on. After regular winter 
driving, it is particularly 
important to give your car a 
complete check-over. 


Ignition and electrical 
system 
There should be an 


overall check of the ignition 
and electrical system. 

Check the spark plugs: 
replace them if necessary. 
Check and adjust distributor 
points~and condenser; re- 
placement may be neces- 
sary on cars not equipped 
with electronic ignition. 

The coil, distributor cap, 
rotor and ignition wiring 
should be checked and 
thoroughly cleaned to get 
rid of the accumulation of 
road salt, oil and dirt which 
can result in difficult start- 
ing and fuel waste, especial- 
ly in damp weather. 

Inspect air and fuel 
filters; replace them if 
necessary. 

Check and adjust the 
ignition hing, choke and 
engine idle, always follow- 
ing the manufacturers’ spe- 
cification. 

Thoroughly clean and test 
the battery and the connec- 
tions. Check the level in the 
battery and test ‘the electri. 
cal output of the alternator. 
Inspect the alternator and 
fan belts to make sure they 
are not frayed or loose.

Consult your owner's 
manual for the frequency of 
oil changes and replace- 
ment of oil filters.

All fluid levels and 
changes must conform to 
the manufacture?s’ specifi- 
cations: the automatic 
transmission fluid, the 
brake fluid in the master 
cylinder, and the differen- 
tial fluid. 

Remove snow tires; In- 
spect and properly inflate 
summer tires, including 


spare, before rotating and” 


mounting them. Improper 
tire pressure can decrease 
tire life and increase fuel 
consumption. 

Check the steering mech- 
anism and wheel alignment; 
have the wheels balanced 
if necessary. 
Inspect and adjust the 
brakes; check drums, lining . 
and the external brake 
lines. 

Check the exhaust system 
periodically for cracks and 
rust. The windshield, wipers 
might need replacing after 
heavy winter use. Make 
sure all lights are operating 
properly: head, tail, signal, 
brake, back-up, licence 
plate. Is the horn a reliable 
honker? 

Last, but not least, clean 
the outside and the inside of 
the car. Get rid of all 
build-up of mud, salt, and 
just plaip crusted-on dirt. 
The carpet under the rubber 
mats inside the car should 
be thoroughly dry to pre- 
vent rust from eating holes 
into the floor below the 
carpet. Give the inside of 
the car a good vacuum 


Regular Maintenance 

For most people, a car isa 
major financial investment, 
and, as such, should be 
treated with care. Regular 
preventive maintenance and 
occasional repairs can keep 
it running smoothly for 
many years.

It’s time 
for bike safety 


With the advent of 
warmer weather, bicycle 
enthusiasts of all ages are 
once again taking to the 
streets. While the bicycle is 
an excellent means of 
exercise and an inexpensive 
form of transportation, the 
Ontario Safety League re- 
minds you that it is 
considered a vehicle under 
the Highway Traffic Act. 
The rider must know and 
obey all the rules, signs and 
signals - the same ones that 
apply to the motorist. 

For safe cycling, the bike 
must fit you. The size of the 
bike affects your ability to 
reach and use the steering, 
pedalling and braking con- 
trols. You should be able to 
reach the ground comforta- 
bly with the ball of your foot 
while you are sitting up- 


/ right. 


If you are like the 
majority, your bicycle has 
been stored for the winter. 
It will need a thorough 
maintenance check. 

Examine the tires and 
inner tubes for wear and 
holes. The spokes, chain, 
lights and horn should also 
be checked. Replace any 
defective parts. Oil the hubs 
sprocket, pedals and chain 
and tighten all nuts and 
bolts. Ghéck the brakes 
carefully and replace the 
brake pad if necessary. 

Like a car, good align- 
ment is necessary to your 
vehicle's performance. If 
the bike veers to one side 
when pushed forward while 
holding the seat, it is out of 
line and needs adjustment. 

Wear light colored cloth- 
ing when driving at night 
and equip your bike with 
reflective tape. 

One final word. Never 
carry a passenger on a bike 
built for one.

but there are many others 
that should qualify that 
have not yet been added. A 
listing of ‘‘rare’’ plants of 
Ontario, for example, in- 
cludes over 600 species. The 
State of Michigan, with less 
area than Ontario, has 91 
species on its endangered 
list. Why, ten years after 
the passage of the Endan- 
gered Species Act, do we 
afford complete protection 
to only 14 species? 

In large part, the answer 
must lie in the misplaced 
priorities of the Wildlife 
Branch of the Ministry of 
Natural Resources. From a 
total budget of $27 million 
annually, only $150,000 
goes to non-game pro- 
grams, including e¢ndan- 
gered species. The remain- 
der goes largely to manage- 
ment for hunting and 
trapping. Two years ago. 
when the province's senior 
endangered species biolo- 
gist left in frustration, . he 
was not replaced. As a 
result, only one staff person 
works full-time on all of the 


designated and potential 
endangered species in the 
province. 

Underlying this reluc- 
tance to deal seriously with 
endangered wildlife, in my 
opinion, are some unnamed 
fears. Perhaps some fear 
offending the traditional

supporters in the hunting 
fraternity. Some senior bur- 
caucrats fear that strong 
protective measures for 
endangered wildlife will get 
in the way of economic 
development. Or perhaps 
the real fear is that 
designation of more species 


will be seen as an admission 
of a failure to adequately 
manage our wildlife to 
prevent their decline. In any 
case, extinction is forever. 
We had better soon get over 
our fears and put some 
effort into saving , those 
species in jeopardy.

Landscaping changes 
with the times — 


People are spending more 
time at home now than they 
used to, and are taking a 
greater interest in improv- 
ing their home landscapes. 

“Over the last 15 years 
interest in horticulture has

Guelph. In home landscapes 
this is reflected in better 
planning. and better plant 
materials. 

One of the major changes 
in the home landscape is a 
shift away from the mani- 
cured formal gardens to an. 
informal look. The increas- 
ing proportion of working 
couples presents a need for 
low-maintenance gardens 
that don’t require a lot of 
time.

Smaller lot dthe 
increasing popularity of 
swimming pools are intro-— 
ducing a greater number of 
privacy fences to home 
landscapes.

Mr. Tucker predicts a 
growing trend toward using 
more perennials and native 
plants in the home land- 
scape as energy costs of 
producing annuals increase.

Alcohol has been used as 
a fuel for, well, decades? 
Centuries? 

History doesn’t record 
when the first person 
discovered that alcohol 
would burn, and invented 
the first alcohol lamp. 

But ever since, people 
have been using it as a fuel 
in one way or another. 

The invention of the 
modern internal combustion 
engine in the late 1800s 
brought. a new use for 
alcohol - powering the first 
cars. 

But alcohol was edged out 
of the automobile business 
by pettoleum. In the early 
part of the 20th century, oil 
was being discovered in 
abundance, and conse- 
quently it was very cheap. 

Alcohol, on the other 
hand, was expensive to 
make - far more so than 
refining petroleum. And so 
alcohol as a fuel faded into 
the backgsound. 

At least one man, how- 
ever, did not lose faith. 

Alexander Graham Bell, 
the great inventor, predict- 
ed petroleum shortages 
within a few decades and 
high prices. 

“The world’s consump- 
tion of fuel has become so 
enormous as to show that 
our present supplies cannot 
possibly last for many 
generations more,’ Bell 
wrote in 1922. : 

The alternative he sug- 
gested was alcohol. 


“a beautifully clean 
and efficient fuel,’’ Bell 
called it, ‘‘which can be 


produced from vegetable 
matter of almost any kind. 
The waste products of our 
farms are all available, and 
even the garbage of our 
cities.”’ 

Even Alexander Graham 
Bell could hardly have 
foreseen the increase in 
petroleum consumption be- 
tween 1922 and 1981, or the 
fact that within only one 
generation the world is 
facing shortfalls in petro- 
leum supply, and sky-roc- 
keting prices. 

But he was right about 
alcohol: it is becoming a real 
alternative to gasoline. 

At this time, alcohol is 
still more expensive than 
gasoline, but as oil prices 
rise, alcohol will become 
more cost competitive. 

It is already used exten- 
sively in other countsies 
such as Brazil which has 
extensive sugar cane crops 
for distilling, and where 
alcohol production is heavily 
subsidized by the govern: 
ment.

In North America 4a 
mixture of 90 percent 
gasoline and 10 percent 
ethanol is the most com- 
monly-known fuel called 
*‘gasohol’’. It is completely 
interchangeable with pure 
gasoline and is for sale in 
many parts of the United 
States. 

Ethanol could be in 
common use here in Ontario 
by the mid-1980s depending 
upon the price and supply of 
petroleum. 

Methanol, or wood alco- 
hol, would seem to hold the 
greatest promise for Ontar- 
io, given our extensive 
forest resources. However, 


methanol is far more corro- — 


sive than ethanol, and only 
a blend of three to five 
peréent methanol with gaso- 
line can be used without 
modifying a conventional 
engine.

Meter measures 
fuel efficiency 


A Kemptville College of 
Agricultural Technology 
engineer is working on a 
fuel efficiency meter that 
may help farmers get more 
for their fuel dollar. . 

Dr. John Clark, head of 
the college's engineering 
section, developed the me- 
ter a year ago and is ready 
to test it in the field this 
summer. , 

‘The tractor performance 
meter is a pre-programmed 
control unit about 15 cubic 
centimetres (6 cubic inches) 


that compares the amount \ 
the - 


of power output of 


tractor and the amount of 
fuel consumed,’ he says. 
‘*By combining the forward 
speed, implement load and 
fuel consumption, the micro 
computer presents a fuel 
efficiency index."

The digital display fixed 
to the top. of the tractor 
looks like a digital clock 
showing from 1 to 100. 
When the tractor is opera- 
ting efficiently, the number 
shown ranges between 60 
and 100.*At optimum 
efficiency, most. tractors 
would show a reading of 80. 

“Over the years, tractor 
operators learn which 
speeds obtain maximum 
fuel efficiency,”” says Dr. 
Clark, ‘‘but it takes a lot of 
experience. Using this me- 
ter, novicé tractor operators 
could learn quickly how to 
drive a tractor for best fuel 
economy."' 

Dr. Clark plans to conduct 
controlled experiments this 
summer to compare the fuel 
efficiency of tractors oper- 
ated by experienced and 
novice drivers with and 
without the efficiency me- 
ter. 

‘There's nothing similar 
to this meter available 
now,” says Dr. Clark. ‘‘In 
light of increasing energy 
costs, this meter could be 
valuable to any farmer who 
wants up to the minute 
information to help achieve 
the best fuel economy.” 

The test fuel efficiency 
meter is programmed only 
to provide a fuel efficiency 
index, but with slight 
re-programming the unit 
could provide other valuable 
information. For example, 
Dr. Clark says the unit could 
show the farmer how many 
hectares have been covered,_ 
how much fuel had been 
used, and speed.

Storage time 


When spring is in the air 
winter clothing is the last 
thing you want to think 
about. However, these 
clothes represent a consi- 
derable investment and 
should be stored with care 
over the summer months. 


Cleaning clothes is the 
first step towards good 
storage. The larvae of 
clothing moths are attracted 
not only to wool and other 
hair fibres but also to many 
food stains on any type of 
fabric. 


Materials made of wool or 
a blend of wool and other 
fibres should be stored in 
cedar chests or cedar 
closets. If this is not 
possible, store woolens in 
sealed containers with the 
added protection of moth 
crystals. For convenience. 
place crystals in a cloth bag 
next to the clothing, Use 
one pound of crystals for 
every 100 cubic 
space. 


To guard against mildew 
growth, clothing should be 
stored in a cool, dry place. If 
dampness is a problem in 
the cooler areas of your 
home, silica gel or activated 
alumina may be the solu- 
tion. These chemicals ab- 
sorb moisture from the air 
and are most effective when 
used in a confined space. 
They are available as 
crystals and can be hung in 
a cloth bag in the closet or 
garment bag where you 
store clothes, The crystals 
can be sprinkled directly on 
clothing stored in boxes. 


Leather articles, such as 
boots, shoes and handbags, 
also require careful storage. 
Have any necessary repairs 
such as lifts on the heels of 
boots or shoes, done now

rather than waiting until the 
fall. 

Clean the outside of boots 
to remove salt’ and mud 
Use a cloth dampened with 
a solution of one part 
vinegar to one part water. 
When boots are clean, apply 
polish, then silicone spray. 
Polish shoes and handbags 
too. Stuff all articles with 
tissue paper or newspaper 
and store in a cool, dry 
place. Do not store leather 
in plastic bags; use a 
covering that will allow air 
circulation. 

Careful attention to the 
storage of your winter 
clothing guarantees their 
protection during the warm, 
humid summer months.
